ELECTRIC LIGHT POLES— MANY OTHER 

MATTERS. 

Both branches of tho city covornment 
met in thoir respective chambers in tho 
City Hall, Monday evening. Mayor 
Bothfeld was in the chair in the upper 
branch. The session opened with a hear- 
ing on the order for the laying out and 
acceptance of Institution avenue from 
Union to Beacon sireet. No one ap- 
peared, and the hearing was closed. 

Hearings were also closed on petitions 
of the Newton A* Watertown Gas Light 
Company for locations for 11 poles on 
Bellevue street and for locatiou for poles 
and wires on Otis street, from Chestnut 
street to Hillside avenue. The New 
England Telephone Company requested 
permission to use said poles, provided 
locations were granted. 

A hearing was also closed on petition 
of the Newton A Watertown Gas Light 
Company for pole locations on Fountain 
and Valentine streets. A remonstrance 
to the Otis street petition was presented 
from H. A. Gould, who asked to have 
the matter deferred until June 10. 

At this time it appearing that there 
were parties present who wished to be 
heard, the Otis street bearing was re- 
opened. Mr. Edward Leland repre 
seated that the placing of poles on that 
highway would result in damage to abut- 
ting property. Ho went on to ssy that 
he understoed that the poles were to be 
located on the northerly side of the 
street; ho asked Supt. Holmes of the Gas 
Company if they could not be placed on 
the other side of tho thoroughfare? In 
reply Supt. Holmes stated that the com- 
pany had no objection to placing the 
poles on the southerly side. The reason 
that it was planned to locate the poles 
on the north side was because already 
poles had been located there above the 
location at present asked for. 

Mr. Lelaud said that the abutting land 
owners would waive their objections if 
the poles were placed on the southerly 
side. 

Mr. Henry N. Baker who also entered 
a protest, said that be would waive his 
objections if the suggestion made by Mr. 
Leland was adopted. The beariug was 
closed. 

A hearing was given the Common- 
wealth avenue street railway company 
on its petition for locations for tracks, 
poles and the other necessary fixtures 
for the operation of an electric line 
from Washington street to the Charles 
river. No one appeared in remonstrance 
and the bearing was closed. 

A communication was received from 
members of Co. C, first corps cadets, re- 
questing that they be exempted from 
jury duty. It was placed on file. 

The highway committee submitted re- 
ports recommending that Washiugton 
street be widened, the width to be 35 
feet, from a point west of GermaiD 
street in ward 3 to a point east of Chan- 
cing street in ward 2; recommending 
the wideuiug of Webster street on the 
southerly side to a point near Elm street; 
recommending the granting of the peti- 
tion of E. B. Haskell et al. for the widen- 
ing of Grove and Central streets. 

An order was passed providing for the 
issuing of notice to the Boston and Al- 
bany railroad corporation. C. C. Burr, 
Frederick Johnson and others of the in- 
tent of i he city to rescind the act tixiug 
the award of damages for land taken for 
that portion of the new boulevard lying 


ing sewers in a private way off Adams 
street; Jones court, northerly, 103 feet; 
Bussell court, from Walnut street west- 
erly; Prospect avenue and Grove Hill 
road from Walnut street, 

A petition of Gat.-s, et al.. for a con- 
crete crossing on Sterling street, junc- 
tion of Temple.'was referred to the high- 
way committee; one for a sewer in a 
[ roposed streot leading north of Ham- 
mond street to Reservoir avenue, was re 
ferred to the committee on sewers. On 
a petition of the Commonwealth avonuo 
Street Railway Co. for location for 
tracks, poles, etc., over the boulevard 
from Boston lino to the Charles rlvor, a 
hearing was appointed for June 18. It 
was explained by the mayor that it was 
neerssary to present the foregoing peti- 
tion and provide for a hearing on account 
of a technicality. 

A communication from the board of 
health calling attention to the inade- 
quate ventilation of the tramp room in 
polic? station No 2 was referred to the 
public property committee and another 
communication from that department 
recommending tho construction of a 
sewer in Alpine street was referr ed to 
the committee on sewers. 

Hearings were appointed for Tuesday 
evening, June 18, on petitions to attach 
cross-arms to 0 poles of tho Newton A 
Watertown Gas Light Co. on West 
street and 4 to fire alarm poles located 
ou Waverley avefiue. For same date, a 
hearing was ordered on the petitions for 
pole locations, with necessary overhead 
wires on Boylstou, Walnut, Parker. 
Cherry, Beacon, Centre and Cabot 
streets. 

A petition of A. E. Hills, et al. for the 
laying out and acceptance of Harrison 
street, was referred to the highway com- 
mittee: also a protest from Frank Fan- 
ning nnd others who objected to tho 
watoring of Boylston street unless re- 
lieved from any payment for the ser- 
vice. 

J. A. Page was granted permit to erect 
a frame stable 20x25 on his premises, 
same to provide accommodations for one 
horse. 

An order offered by Alderman Degen 
was adopted authorizing the committoe 
on printing to contract for the publish- 
ing of the renort9 of the city depart- 
ments for 1805, including that of the 
school board. 

At 8.45 o'clock it was voted to ad- 
journ. 

All Sorts. 

It was the hottest first of June in this 
vicinity in years. After a very close 
night, the thermometer stood at SO at 8 
o’clock in numerous places. By 1 o’clock 
90 was reached with a scorching sun and 
no air stirring. Very hot weather pre- 
vailed throughout the state. The ther- 
mometer registered 04 from 10 o’clock 
till the afternoon. The thermometer 
registered reached 00 at noon Sunday in 
some of the inland towns. There was 
great suffering on account of the heat 
but few casualties. 

The cause of the wreck of the Pacific 
Mail steamship, Colima, is now made 
more clear. It was difficult to believe 
that the ship had been seeking refuge 
from a storm by attempting to pick its 
way among the rocks into some protect- 
ed indentation of the Mexican coast; or 
that it bad been hugging the shore so 
closely as to be thrown upon a reef by a 
suddenly-arisen hurricane.

INAPPROPRIATE NAME FOR UNTIDY LANE 
IN NEWTON VI LI.K. 

In dennelv populated cltioa, one occn- 
sionl.v hears of musty lanes and dismal 
back alleys that lead to sequestered and 
univiting tonemont localities. To stum- 
ble across anything of like character in a 
beautiful suburban community, where 
tho streets ntid ways are seemingly kept 
in the pink of condition soems almost in- 
credible. Facts, however, are stubborn 
things, and thoir rovoalmont oft’ timos 
knock the romance out of tho highest, 
ideals of preconceived environment. So 
it is even in charming Newtou, a city 
noted for its fine roads, well-kept 
grounds and general scenic attractive- 
ness. It has its neglected places, those 
spots where carelessness and decay walk 
hand in hand. There is a narrow way 
leading out of Walnut street, one of the 
most attractive thorougfares of this city, 
that has become the abiding place of all 
sorts of refuse, a dumping ground for 
tin cans, ashes, swill and “any old thing” 
that comes under the classification of 
atticles to be got rid of. 

The entrance to this way is not un- 
sightly. There are good dwellings aDd 
well cared (or grounds on either side of 
It, but they only serve as a palatable 
salve to blind tbe eye to a vision cer- 
tainly less entrancing. Below these 
houses tho way winds in a deviating 
course by barns aud outbuildings of 
estates on either side. There is a bit of 
a road, it might be termed a cart path, 
and a skirting of tall weeds that throw 
a friendly shade over the collection of 
bottomless coffee pots, stew pans, and 
debris of tho culinary departments of 
doubtless numerous households. Some 
fine trees were laid out long ago, but 
they bear the marks of mischief-loving 
urchins who have tapped them and 
hncked them at will. The owners of 
abutting property have been constantly 
kept iu hot water, for the same unruly 
hnud, probably, that mutilated the trees 
have hurled rooks through barn and 
greenhouse windows aud occasioned 
many a contribution for repairs. 

The property owners have at last be- 
come aroused and have petitioned the 
city council to lay out a 40-foot street, 
agreeing to give pretty much all the 
necessary land required. 

They have petitioned before but not 
until the present time for a street of the 
width stared. That, probably, accounts 
for tne failure of the city authorities to 
respond to the request as they are not iu 
favor of laying out narrow roadB. The 
petition in tbe preseut instance is of 
such a character and is backed by so 
much influence that it is thought the 
appeal will not be made in vain. In fact, 
a majority of tbe members of the high- 
way committee are in favor of the im- 
provement, at least, they have so ex- 
pressed themselves. Amoug the peti- 
tioners are some heavy tax-payers in- 
cluding Messrs. A. R. Mitchell, A. II. 
Soden of base-balhrenown, P. C. Bridg- 
ham and ex-Mayor Kimball. The matter 
is being pushed energetically for those 
interested and when the hearing is ap- 
point'd, nearly every abutting laud 
owner will appear to advocate the ad- 
vantages ot the plau proposed for widen 
ing. They will represent that its effect 
will be in overcoming those conditions 
regarded as annoying and in some degree 
a menace to health aud in opening up 
some excellent sites for dwellings. The 
street will besides furnish a direct route 
from Walnut street to Harvard street, 
running nearly paralel between Washing- 
ton park and Newtonville avenue. Tho 
wny is now known as Spruce str»er. 
That name is considered a Jonah aud if 
tbe people interested can influence a 
change it will bn called Madisou avenue. 

George W. Curtis Memorial. 

A local committee of 100 ropresenta 
tive gentlemen is being organized by Mr. 
James P. Tolman for the purpose of se- 
curing contributions in NewtoD, Waltham 
and Watertown for the George William 
Curtis memorial. This committee, 
uuder the authority of the general com- 
mittee of which Hon. Seth Low is chair- 
man and William Potts, secretary, will 
issue an address. It will also solicit 
subscriptions in the places named toward 
a fund of $25,000 that is to be raised and 
iu part devoted to the procurement and 
erection of an appropriate, artistic monu- 
ment in New York city as a permanent 
record of the outward presence of Mr. 
Curtis aud iu part to the foundation and 
endowment of an annual course of leo 
tures upon the duties of American citi- 
zenship and kiudred subjects, under the 
title of the “Curtis Lectureship” or some 
similar designation, the lectures deli vered 
in such course to be anuuully published 
for distribution. The detail* of the two 
features of the memorial have not been 
fully determined, but will be in accord 
with the ideas above outlined. 

Those interested in the project believe 
that it is their duty to publicly testify to 
tbe unvarying courtesy, tho genius for 
friendship, the literary accomplishment, 
the high itleal of citizenship and the 
nobility of character of the late George 
William Curtis by some such fitting 
memorial. 

The committee of Newton, Waltham 
and Watertown gentlemen, which in- 
cludes the uaraes ot some of the most 
prominent aud influential residents, will 
meet for organization very soou, the 
time and place to be announced later, 
Tbe joint contribution of these places 
promises to be a largo one, for already 
pledges of liberal subscriptions toward 
the fund have been volunteered.

Evory ono has hoard of the Christian 
Endeavor convention, whioh meetR in 
Boston, July 10—15. Enough has boon 
said and written about It to oreato a do- 
slro to know in greater detail the charac- 
ter of this gathering, which will, dur- 
ing the five dayn that it ^gln session, 
hold two hundred and fifty meetings, 
and bo addressed by a t housand speak- 
ers, representing seventeen different na- 
tions. 

It will be good nows for the residents 
of the Newtons to know that they are to 
have an especial opportunity to learn 
more about the convention, for this is as 
much our convention as it Is Boston’s. 
The young people of this region have 
been called upon to bear a large Bhare 
in the preparations for tho July meet- 
ing. Right royally have they responded, 
for they are notone whit more lacking 
in enterprise and ability than their 
neighbors within the limits of Boston. 
According to the plau of the committee, 
a number of the State unions, represent- 
ing many thousands of delngates, will be 
quartered entiiely outside of the city of 
Boston, and some of them will be in the 
Newtons.

Auburndale, for instance, is to enter- 
tain the two thousand delegates from 
'^Wew Hampshire. Lasell Seminary will 
be made the headquarters of several 
hundreds of these delegates, and the 
rest will be distributed among the pri- 
vate families of the village. It is only 
by this plau of distributing the States 
that the fifty thousand expected dele- 
gales can be at all cared for. Even thus 
far in advance of the great meeting of 
July 10— 15, accommodations have been 
seoured for upwards of sixty thousand 
people. The matter of the convention is 
being disoussed very fully iu the Boston 
papers, so that it is needless to here out- 
line ttie soooe of the meetiuge. 

The big Christian citizenship demon- 
stration on Boston Common. Saturday, 
July 13, has aroused more than natioual 
interest. The twenty big meetings in 
Boston churches that will open the con- 
vention are a striking manifestation of 
the magnitude of the gathering The 
many early morning prayer raeotings 
that will be held at six or half past six 
o’olock each morning of the convention, 
show, in a manner unlike anything ever 
before seen iu this part of the country, 
tbe earnest spirit of the delegates. 

Although this is a convention of Chris- 
tian Endeavorers, and very largely by 
CbriBtian Endeavorers, yet there will be 
many addresses by men wbese fame has 
encircled he globe. Tbe statement of 
part of one even mg’s urogram will show 
this. One Thursday evening, iD Me- 
chanics’ hall, Mr. Dwight L. Moody, the 
renowned evangelist, will speak. In 
Teut Willistnn. which is to be pitched 
on Boston Common, Dr. Talmage of 
Brooklyn, will hold for b, and Mr. John 
G. IVooley of Chicago, will speak in Teut 
Endeavor.

The church; will 
hold twelve hundred people, aud from 
the preseut outlook it will have its 
capacity tested to the utmost by those 
who wish to hear the eouveutiou songs 
aud convention speakers. 

Professor Hale, of the New Englaud 
Conservatory of Music, will open the 
meeting with an organ recital lusting 
from 7.30 to .745, aud from that, time un- 
til 8 o’clock there will he a Chiistiau Ku- 
deuvor praise service, led by a choir of 
one hundred and lifty voices These 
singers ure the Newton couliugent of the 
great eouveutiou chorus. 

The addresses will ho by two men who 
are as familiar to iuteniHtionul conven- 
tions us any in eu that speak on Christian 
Eudeavor platforms.

, power, Hiid tho fullest and most vivid ac- 
count of tho convention propitiations 
may be expected from their addresses. 

The Boston Christian Endeavor colors, 
crimson and white, wiil he bountifully 
used in decoration of the new churoli, 
and everything possible will be done to 
make this a miniature of tho great con- 
vention itself.

Police Court Record. 

In tbe police court Monday raorniDg 
Anthony Gildea of Bridge street, Nonan- 
tum distriot, was arraigned on tbe charge 
of maintaining a common liquor 
nuisance.

Court for viola- 
tiou oi tbe liquor laws. His pluce was 
raided last week and quite a quautity of 
liquor seized, iucludiug four quarts of 
porter, some bard “stuff” aud 18 gallons 
of old cider.

It related to the liudiug of the liquor 
there when the place was last raided aud 
of tbe general character of the store 
kept by Gildea. Some of the govern- 
ment witnesses testified that they had 
seen parties iu the place drinking from 
glasses. Judge Keuuedy continued the 
ense until Saturday next, aud Gildea was 
required to furnish sureties in tho sum 
of $301) for his appearance at that time. 

Ilenry Donovan wus charged with 
threatening bodily harm to his wife 
while under the influence of liquor. It 
wns alleged that be attempted to assault 
her with a razor. Douovau denied the 
accusation. Ho admitted haviug the 
razor iu his possession, but said that it 
was iu his pocket. It was dull, he 
claimed, aud that he intended to take it 
Mouduy to some place and get it 
eburpeued. Judge Keuuedy decided to 
send Donovan away iu the country fur a 
time aud seuteuced him for a term of 
tluee months at the State Farm iu 
Bridgewuter. 

Ou Tuesdsy morning Antonio Sassi, 
who runs the Itaiiau shanty oil Washing- 
ton street for Coutruc'or Mague, was 
arraigned for violation of the liquor law. 
He wus found guilty and required to pay 
a flue of $50. There was oue uuse in 
court Wednesday, that of a simple 
druiik who got the now popular $5 flue.

A NEWTON VETER \N. 


COL. .lOSKf’ll WARD’S LETTER FROM 
JOHN ADAMS. 


Newton had its revolutionary heroes, 
and the Boston correspondent of the 
Springfield Republican lias found a letter 
written to one of Washington’s trusted 
officers, Col. Joseph Waid of Newton, In 
1809, by .1 din Adams, who evidently felt 
that ho has been neglected and abused 
in his old ago. He oensures Hamilton, 
Fisher Ames and other federalists, and 
declares that Gov. Hutchinson, tho old 
tory, who had to live in exile, was “infin- 
itely superior iu morals and in know- 
ledge” to Hamilton. What he Bays of 
Hutohinsju and sound money is worth 
citing, now that wo have that subject 
under consideration so anxiously. He 
says to Col. Ward, then a broker iu Bos- 
ton : — 

Your idea of public taiib and credit 
are very correct; but what ideas has this 
natiou of either? Paper money, Conti- 
nental curieucy. Land Bank, Old Tenor 
—recollect the L'isiory of ull these, and 
then say what conceptions of public 
faith, and what theories of uubho credit 
had been, aud still aie entertained by 
our beloved country men. Iff were tbe 
Witch of Eudor, 1 would wake the 
ghost of Hutchinson, aud give him abso- 
lute power over the curreucy of the 
United States; provided always that he 
should meddle with nothing but curren- 
cy. As little as I reverence his mernoiy, 

1 wid acknowledge that lie understood 
tho subject of coin and commerco better 
than any mau 1 ever knew iu this coun- 
try. He wiib a merchant,— and there can 
be no scientific merchant without a per- 
fect knowledge ot the medium of trade. 
It will be eternally iu vain to talk of 
public credit u .til we return to a pure 
uninixed circulation of standard gold 
aud silver. Contracts can never be invi- 
olable without a stable standard. Eng- 
land and Holland have been modeled in 
this respect. Wbat wild work our bauks 
are makiog! They are a very heavy and 
a very unequal tux upon the community 
for the xtravagaut profit of individuals, 
— the madness ot the many for tho inter- 
est of the lew. Will they uot make an 
entire change iu our form ot govern- 
ment? 

This last was written in January, 1811. 
Again he says (December 14, 1809); 

“Tho terror of Napoleon has been arti- 
ficialy and cbimericallv wrought up iu 
the minds of a pait of the American 
people, beyond all truth, probability or 
possibility. All the world will agree ho 
would be mad to come here; his empire 
would be usurped iu bis absence. Eu- 
rope is not subdued. Neither Germany, 
Uollaud, Italy, Spain or Portugal are 
subdued. He has prevailed in Germauy 
because tbe house of Austria was odious 
and in all tbe rest ot Europe because 
Eugland was odious. But security Na- 
poleon will never have. Aud without 
security iu Europe he cannot think of 
wasting and ruiniug himself in America.” 
This agrees very well both with truth, 
and, with the sarcastic remarks of Johu 
Quincy Adams in the same year (1809). 
concerning the alleged fears of Fisher 
Ames, who could scarcely speak of his 
children, during the last few months of 
life, without repressing his deep appre- 
hensions ot their future servitude to the 
French. Whereupon Mr. Adams para- 
phrases a passage in Virgil to quiet such 
alarms: 

How blest tbe mau whose philosophic mind 

The real causes of events can Audi 

Hie dreams no shape or Buonaparte scares, 

His children’s limbs no phantom Frenchman 
toare 

Unmoved be views the tyrant’s transient eway, 
Aud smiles at iron crowns, and empires of a day.

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mar schools of the city by holding one 
union graduation exorciso at Newton- 
vllle, is uot recoived with favor by tho 
parents. All their interest in the affair 
is in the school which their children at- 
tond, and they do not care for the school 
of another ward, except in a general 
way, any more than they cate for tho 
schools of Brighton or Cambridge. Pro- 
tests are heard on all sides against the 
new plan, and it promises to bo very un- 
popular. The children who have looked 
forward to their graduation day ns some- 
thing belonging to them, aro greatly dis- 
appointed, and they also have the sym- 
pathy of their parents. If the sohool 
board had taken any steps to discover 
publio sentiment on tho question, they 
would never have adopted tho union 
plan. 


THE GOVERNOR’S VETOES. 
Governor Grf.eniialqe’8 veto 
the veterans’ preference bill has as- 
tounded tho politicians, and there can 
be no question as to his courage after 
this. With the great number of votes 
controlled by the veterans, it usually re- 
quires only the assertion that they de- 
Biro to have a measure passed, to cause 
the politicians to tumble over each other 
in their zeal for the bill, without regard 
to whether the measure is right or 
wrong. In this case, the bill did away 
with all civil service reform provisions, 
and it looked much more as if the fibill 
had been drawn by enemies of the re- 
form, than conceived by any of the vet- 
erans themselves. The debate when the 
house passed the bill over the veto cer- 
tainly lends color to such a theory, and 
its'fframers probably counted on the gen 
oral fear among politicians and political 
organs, of doing or saying anything to 
offend the fold-soldier vote, to get the 
bill through, and so give a killing blow 
at all reform principles. The great ma- 
jority of vetorans have too much self- 
respect to ask for any such a bill, and in 
his veto message, the governor clearly 
shows up the absurdities and inconsist- 
encies of the bill, and also calls atten- 
tion to the fact that veterans who lare 
fitted for any tffiee have the preference 
over other applicants already. We have 
had governors who would never have 
dared veto such a bill, oven though its 
provisions were contrary to the public 
welfare, for foar of any courageous 
actioniinviting political defeat. Govern- 
or Greennalge’s numerous vetoes en- 
title him to a place among the best gov- 
ernors the state has had, aud have won 
for him popular respect. 

But what a r< flection these vetoes cast 
upon the men who make up our great 
aud goueral couit. Men who have so 
little idea of the honor of the state that 
they can be stampoded for any measure, 
which promises to make votes; men who 
vote for all sorts of salary jobs, which 
only the watchful care of the governor 
prevents from becoming laws, and whose 
sole idea of legislation seems to be to 
plunder the treasury, to say nothing of 
their attempts to deprive the cities of 
the state of local self government, and 
to pass other vicious . asures. Fortu- 
nately we have never be. • e had a legis 
lature of this character, aud it is to be 
hoped that in the future the people will 
use greater caie in selecting men to rep- 
resent them. If Governor Greeuhalge 
has gained in popular esteem by his 
vetoes, the legislature has lost in an even 
greater degree. This body of men 
urnishes an unanswerable argumeut in 
’favor of biennial sessions, as meeting 
once in two years would lessen tie 
danger of bad legislation by just one 
half.

The recent complaiuts of the condi- 
tion of some of tbe streets has caused 
the sewer and highway committees to 
take action, aud this week men have 
been at work filling iu around the man- 
hole covers, and smoothing off the street, 
and the whole force of the highway de- 
partment has beeu taken from the new 
boulevard, together with a large num- 
ber of extra men, aud put at work on 
highway repairs. The good results of 
this will soon be apparent iu better toads 
all over tbe oity. Oue great trouble with 
highway committees in the past, is tbe 
log-rolliug character of the work. In- 
stead of the main thoroughfares receiv- 
ing the chief attention aud the major 
portion of the expenditure, the commit- 
tee h-is weekly yielded to the pressure 
for improvements on this and that side 
street, aud the consequence is that the 
appropriation was used up before they 
got arouud to the thoroughfares. Per- 
haps under our present system no bet- 
ter results could be expected, aud this is 
one reason for the demand that a state 
board shall take charge of main thotough- 
fares, as they would uot be diverted by 
auylside-street appeals from constituents. 
Superintendent Ross has a plan, which 
if he could get adopted, would earn him 
the gratitude of all bicyclists. At tbe 
meetiugs of the state highway associu- 
tiou, ho bas udvocated having the state 
oiucrete a path four or live feet wide on 
each side of the maiu thoroughfares, for 
the use of whoelmeu, ami thus provide 
a good patli from towu to towu. The 
mouey could be raised by a tax on 
wheels, aud such a path would be prac- 
tic illy indestructible, as it would uot 
be used for heavy traffic. Perhaps some 
time the scheme may be adopted if the 
bicycle craze coutiu ues.

Representative women from all over 
the stato viBited Newton Tuesday to at- 
tend the annual meeting of the Massa- 
chusetts Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
which was held by invitation of the 
Sooial Science Club of this city in tho 
Channiug church. The delegates num- 
bered upwards of 500 ladies, represent- 
ing 55 clubs, and they with the visitors 
connected with the various organiza- 
tions made up an assembly that com- 
pletely filled every available seat in tho 
spacious auditorium. Nearly S00 wo- 
men were present. 

Shortly after 11 o’clock, Mrs. Julia 
Ward Howe formally opened the con- 
vention, it having been called to order 
by Mrs. William M. Baker of the Social 
Science Club, who introduced Mrs. 
Howe in a pleasant speech. 

The meeting at once proceeded to busi- 
ness. Its attention was first directed to 
the annual report of the treasurer, which 
waB presented by Mrs. Adelaide N. 
Blodgett of this city showing that the 
finances of the association were in a very 
satisfactory condition, and that a bal- 
ance of *108 was placed to the credit of 
the organization in the Newton National 
Bank. 

The report was declared duly audited 
by Mrs. Sarah E. Hooper, and was ac- 
cepted by the convention. 

Miss Florenoe Everett of the New Eng- 
land Woman’s Club presented the report 
of the secretary. It showed a remark- 
able growth during the past year. The

number of clubs in the federation bad 
increased from 36 to 55. and it now has 
a membership of more than 8000 women. 
During the past year thiee meetings be- 
side the annual meeting had been held 
in Boston, Cambridge and Dorchester. 
These were devoted to the consideration 
of socialistic, literary and philanthropic 
subjects. 

One of the most interesting committee 
reports was that of the legislative com- 
mittee, which was read by Mrs. Electa 
N. L. Walton of the West Newton Wo- 
men’s Educational Club. It it stated 
that the Federation, through its repre- 
sentatives, had co-operated with Miss 
Alice N. Lincoln in endeavoring to cor- 
rect abuses in the administration of 
public institutions, and especially with a 
view to obtaining better facilities for the 
care of sick and insane women at the 
house of detention. 

The existence of houses of ill fame 
and immoral theatrical performances 
and posters bad been opposed by the 
women’s oiganizations with consider- 
able success, and a petition bad been 
drawn up asking for amendments to the 
Boston city charter permitting tho mayor 
to appoint women to the board of public 
institutions. 

The report of the committee on lc'i*. 
ures and on a federation piu were pre- 
sented by Mrs. Masury of Danvers, and 
the pin, a simple bar of silver, was 
adopted as recommended. 

Mrs. Ednah D. Cheuey reported that 
the Massachusetts Federation Buiiding 
Corporation bad been formed and its 
principal officers elected. It only re- 
mained for the members of the federa- 
tion to subscribe for the stock in order 
to secure an attractive women’s club 
house in Boston. 

Mrs. Howe suggested that the ladies 
sacrifice a few dresses and bounds in 
order to help along the splendid building 
enterprise and the idea evidently pleased 
her auditors, judging from the enthusi- 
astic applause. 

The election of officers was next pro- 
ceeded with resulting in the choice of 
the following:

The business of the meeting having 
been disposed of. the consideration of 
the problem of the day, “The Influence 
of Women’s Clubs.” was taken up. 

The first speaker was Mrs. Julia Ward 
Howe, who took as her sub-topic, “Their 
Influence on Society.” She said in part: 

“The social world, like the physical, is 
composed of siugle bodies. Small, in- 
deed, is the power of the social atom, 
but it does not act singly, but always, 
whether in opposition or in harmony, 
w’ith other atoms. All social progress 
comes from the combined aotiou of rnauy 
human individuals. One of the moral 
force* which has most to do with humau 
progress is sympathy. It antedates in 
our experience the desire for individual 
action. It exieuds the desires of the in- 
dividual to larger circles — to love of 
couutry and to society. 

“The womau’s club represents con- 
stant progress. It brings us into con- 
stant relations with our own sex. Its 
members represent real values in our ex- 
perience. ^ilitaiy thought and studios 
have a double value from Interchange 
with those of others. Through the club 
thedomaiu of wotuau is enlarged, and 
her powers are multiplied aud iuteusi- 
lied. 

“It is a part of the work of the century 
to alter the work of wuiueu. Men have 
long enjoyed the enlarged intercourse, 
wiiich clubs have long furnished, Wo- 
men bavH boon isolated in the past, but 
loduy^&fcey gain rather than lose in 

K ublio esteem by being good club mem 
ers. The club movement has become 
national, almost international, and we 
now have only the foretaste of the great

Assessors’ Notice. 

The inhabitant* of the City of Newton, and alt 
other persons liable to pay taxes therein, are 
hereby required to bring In to the Assessors of 
said Newton, on any day from 

May Flrat, to the Fourteenth 
Day of June Next, 

true lists of all tlielr Polls (MALES ’20 YEARS 
OLD AND UPWARD), and sotiedules and esti- 
mates of their personal estates, not exempt from 
taxation. 

A.'tffENWi’VIEIVT OF POLLM AND 
KKttlMT RATION OF WOiTIKtV. 

Sect. 16, Chap. 417, Acts of 1893. Amended 
by Sect. 1, Chap. 2C8, Acts of 18M. 

The Assessors, by one or more of their number, 
or by one or more Assistant Assessors, shall. In 
tbe month of May or June, in eacl^ year, visit 
every building in tlreir respective cities and 
towns, and, after diligent inquiry, make true 
lists containing, as near bb they can ascertain 
the same, the name, age, occupation, and resi- 
dence, on the first day of May in the current 
yenr, and the residence on the first day of May 
in tho pteetding year, o! every male person 
twenty years of nge or upwards, residing In their 
I respective clt es and towns, liable to be assessed 
for a poll tax; and shall inquire at the residences 
of the women voters whose names are contained 
in the list transmitted to said assessors by tho 
registrars, according to the provisions of section 
forty-five r.f this net, whether such women voters 
nre resident thereat, and shall thereupon make a 
list of the women voters so found by them. 

TRUST ESTATES. 

Persons holding estates in trust, whether for 
minors or otherwise, are particularly requested 
to furnish the Assessors with statements in. 
relation to such estates. 

■When estates of persons deceased have been 
divided during the past year, or have changed 
hands, from other causes, the Executors, Admin- 
istrators, Trustees, or other peisous interested, 
are required and warned to give notice of Buch 
change; and in default of such notice will he 
held to pay the tax assessed, although such 
estate has been wholly distributed and paid over. 

Returns of Property Held for Literary,. 
Benevolent, Charitable, or Scienr 
title Purposes. 

In accordance with the requirements of Chap* 
ter 217, Acts of 1882, all persons and corporations 
are hereby required to bring in to tbe Assessors 
of Newton on any day from May first to the first 
day of July next, true lists of alt real and per- 
sonal estates held by suck persons and corpora- 
tions respectively for literarv, benevolent, 
charitable, or scientific purpose*, on tbe first day 
of May,- 1895, together with statements of the 
amount of all receipts and expenditures by such 
persons or corporation lor said purpose during 
the year next preceding said first day of May; 
such lists and statements to be in such detail as 
may be required by the tax commissiouer. 

SHIPPING. 

Shipping and business income aro not taxable 
to a firm, but each resident partner must include 
these items in his individual return. Owners 
and agents of ships and vessels engaged iu the 
foreign carrying trade, aro referred to Sections 8 
and 9 of Chapter 11 of tbe Public Statutes, for 
the form of return required to obtain exemption 
from taxation (upon the valuation oi' such pro- 
perty. if Said returns to be made to tbe Assessors 
on or before June first. 

Anyjpersou bringing in a list of all his taxable 
personal property will be assessed upon the valu- 
atiou thereof, and any person neglecting to fur- 
nish the Assessors with such list within thertime 
above specified, will be doomed at a lega' meet- 
ing of tho Board of Assessors agreeably to the 
laws of this Commonwealth. 

All persons will take notice that statements of 
personal property must be in writing aud sub- 
scribed under oak before one of the Assessors, on 
or before the fifteen* h day of June, and that the 
Personal Property of all taxable persons must be 
estimated by tbe Board notwithstanding any 
verbal statement or informal written communi- 
cation to any one or more of the Assessors.— P b 
Stat. Chap. 11, Sect. 39 and 41 . When a person 
has failed to bring in a list or schedule of all his 
taxable property, in conformity to this notice, no 
abatement of a tax assessed ou Personal Estate to 
such person can he granted, “unless such lux ex 
ceeds by more than fifty per ceut. the amount 
which would have been assessed to that person on 
l’ersonul Estate if he had seasouatdy brought in 
said list; un i if said tux exceeds by more than 
fifty per ceit. the Bald amount, the abatement 
shall tie only of the excels above the said nfty 
per cent.’’— Public Statutes, Chapter 11, Section 
73. 

Tbe Assessors will be In session at their office, 
in tbe City Hall, in the City of Newton, ou the 
9th, 16th, 23d, and 31st daya of May, and the 7th, 
and 14th days of Juor next, from 3 to 5 o’clcck 
V. M.

WHAT THE TEETH SHOW. 

THEIR SHAPE AS AN INDICATION OF 
one’s CHARACTER. 

Small, short, square, when sound, are 
indicative of great bodily vigor aud 
strength. Vaiu women have uoticeably 
long, uarrow, fragile teetb. 

L6ug, projecting teeth denote a grasp- 
ing disposition, especially when great 
breadth is seen at the upper part of the 
nose next the cheek.

Men of great resolution have frequent- 
ly rather la ce teeth* with a development 
of the jaw buiie iu tue ceutre uiuouutiug 
to a projection and producing a notice- 
able fulness there.

ing been obtained from the city of 
Boston to grade up the land aud beautify 
it with shubbery, trees, etc., for the bene- 
fit of our village. lu doing this there is no 
land to be bought, the City of Newton, 
through the influence of our popular aider- 
man from Ward 5, has induced the citv to 
contribute the labor. The necessary gravel 
is furnished through the kindness of Mr. 
Putney. The Improvement Society con- 
tributed $20, and the immediate abuttors 
pay for the lcatu and other incidental ex- 
penses. The citizens are to be congratu- 
lated on the spirit of the promoters of the 
enterprise and the work is being accom- 
plished at their expense. It will add one 
more to the attractions of our beautiful 
village, which is one of, if not the most de- 
lightful place iu the vicinity of Boston.

House Grown Salads. 

It isu’t necessary to live in the country 
in order |to have fresh salad for the 
table. The smaller salad vegetables, 
such as cresses, for instance, can easily 
be grown according to lie London habit 
on the dining tablo itself. S iys Annie 
Thomas, the English novelist: ‘‘Any 
dishes or plates answer the purpose, but 
for preference I grow them in old, quaiut 
shaped delf and china dishes, and this 
makes them exceptionally ornamental. 
Lay a piece of white fliunel or lEtunel- 
ette cut to , the shape at the bottom of 
the dish or plate. Wet it well and sow 
on it rather thickly water cress, mustard 
or curled cress seed. The water cress 
takes rather loDg to spriog, but mus- 
tard and cress are tit to cut iu a week, 
Besides being pretty and convenient, 
thisis a very clean way of growing tbess 
small salads. It entirely disposes of the 
gritty difficulty we labor under when 
they are growu in earth. The supply 
even of water cress can be kept up 
with a little management all the year 
round. Always water freely.”

HISTORIC DEED IN DISPUTE. 

The State of D«-luwnre Claims a Document 
After One Hundred aud Twenty Years. 

An old historical document, the deed 
givon by tho Duko of York to William 
Penn for a tract of land on tho Dela- 
ware at Now Castlo, is tho bono of con- 
tention between tbe stato of Dolaware 
aud J. Henry Rogers of New Castle, 
Pa. 

Tho state of Delaware has been ad- 
vised that tho document rightfully be- 
longs to it, while Mr. Rogers claims it 
as his property because bis ancestors 
rescued it from British soldiers nearly 
a century and a quarter ago nnd have 
troasured it ever since. It has been 
handed down from generation to gener- 
ation, and their right has never been 
challenged until recently. Tho coveted 
parchment is now in the hands of S. V. 
Heukelsof this city, and it is stated that 
ho will hold fast to it until Borne settle- 
ment is made of the matter. There is 
talk of big damage claims running up 
to |1,000,000 if the state of Delaware 
insists upon taking tho deed by force of 
law. 

The deed is for a tract of land on the 
Delaware, confined in a circle 12 miles 
in diameter, with the center at the town 
of New Castle. Attornoy General John 
R. Nicholson of Delaware has already 
taken legal stops to seaure this histor- 
ical document. — Philadelphia Press.

Rome Funny Happening* In the Utah Con- 
stitutional Convention.

Potatoes a* Penholder*. 

“It is surprising, ’’ says a commer- 
cial traveler, “how general tho use of 
potutoes as penholders is becoming in 
hotels. I have seen them iu use in great 
bostelries of tho eust, whoso owners 
wouldn’t hesitate for u moment to 
spend 1 10 for u desk ornament to hold 
puns used by tiie guests in registering. 
The mixture of sturoh, glucose and wa- 
ter in the potuto seems well adapted to 
tuke up the impurities of ink aud to 
keep tiie pun point clear and bright, 
while the alkaloid of the potato, known 
as soluuine, doubtless has something to 
do with it in the same line. These ele- 
ments reudily take up the tanuutu of 
iron, which is the body substance of ink. 
Chemically speaking, starch is the first 
buse of u potato, and sugar or glucose 
is its second base. Thus is the humble 
potato finding another wuy in which to 
serve the uses of munkiud. ” — New 
Ytr* Tribune.

It seemed 
curious enough in Newton, where there 
was no storm, to see the cars stalled, but 
the compauy lost $2,000 last year in two 
storms by the burning out of armatures, 
and since then they have had the power 
shut off before any damage could be done.

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WASHINGTON STREET WIDENING. 


CITY COUNCIL VOTE Roll A CDAIVOR IV 
THE ORIGINAL ORDER — THIt I.ICRNRR 
OF TWO TKAM8TRH8 IIKVOKKO — AN- 
OTIIKIl POI.ICR 8IONAL IIOX WANTED— 
rROPOSKn TAKING OF LAND FOR RK- 
LOCATING FREEMAN PTRKRT. 


Both branches of the city government 
met Monday evening, the aldermen hav- 
ing boen apecially called together. The 
important- matter requiring considera- 
tion was the Washington atreel widen- 
ing order. 

It appears that in the shape in which 
it was adopted June 3, it was thought 
that there was a chance for a misunder- 
standing ;«s to the amount of land to be 
taken for the improvement, the intent 
boing to take all the laud oil the south 
side of the thoroughfare between its 
present line and the tracks of tbe Boston 
<fc Albany railroad. 

In the board of mayor and aldermen, 
the matter was explained by the city’s 
chief executive, Hon. H. E. Bothfeld, 
whose statement coincided with that 
outlined in the preceding paragraph. It 
was voted to rescind tbe original order 
and a new one was adopted substantially 
the same, the exception being the 
elimination of the phrase "to provide 
for a widening of 85 feet.” A bearing 
on the order was appointed before both 
branches, Wednesday evening, Juno 


A communication was received from 
the New England Telephone Company 
accepting locations granted ou Morton 
and Highland streets and Ashton avenue; 
also on Elmwood, Park and Turner 
streets. The same company gave notice 
of its acceptance of the permit granted 
to relocate 6 poles on Boylston street 
and to attach cross-arms to 5 fire-alarm 
poles on Parsons aud 0 on High street. 

A communication was received from 
the Newton & Watertown Gas Light 
Compauy notifying tbe city council of 
its acceptance of locations granted on 
Tark, Tremont, Hartford, Conoord, 
Washington, Harvard, Sargent. Elmwood 
and Fountain streets; Auburndale 
avenue, coruer Washington and Pearl 
stieets. corner of Crafts and Watertown 
streets, corner of Washington aud Har- 
vard streets, Middlesex road, Bradford 
road and Hunnewell avenuo. The above 
is a part of tbe general scheme to clear 
the streets of double lines of poles and 
adopt instead a siugle line equipped for 
carrying the telephone, electric light 
railway aud fire-alarm wires. 

On motion of Alderman Bullard, the 
petition of the Newton & Boston Street 
Railway Compauy for permit to con- 
struct a turnout and erect three poles 
on Eliot street, was referred to the 
street railway committee. 

Orders were adopted appropriating 
$643 for new water mains in Grant and 
Prairie avenues, appropriating $71,500 
•for department expensee of July; re- 
voking the wagon liceuses of Lawrence 
Barry and Philip Gibson. 

Alderman Green, in relation to the or- 
der for iev<»kiug the above licenses, 
stated thac the wagons were used for 
carting iotoxicating liquors into the city 
and for no other purpose. The City 
Marshal, he added, recommended the 
revoking of the liceuses. There were 
no votes recorded in disseut aud it is 
clear that the present city government 
will occupy uo equivocal position upon 
auy subject tuat relates to tUe strict eu- 
Jorcemeut of the no-license law. 

A petition of C. H. Knapp and others 
wa« presented requesting the oity io 
sprinkle Central street, subject to tbe 
customary charge for the service. 
Granted. A petition of Walter U. Law- 
son, requesting the continuing of tbe 
sewer from its present tertniuu* to eud 
of Charlesbank road was referred to the 
sewer committee. A petition of Masteu 
A Wells for permit to store and mauu- 
rfacture fireworks and to keep gun 
powder was grauted. 

Alderman Plummer, for the commit- 
tee ou highways, presented a tepori 
favoring the relocation of the easterly 
end of Freeman street. The iep«*rt was 
received. 

On au order providing for the issue of 
notice of the city’s iuteut to construct 
sidewalks iu C.rlton street, a hearing 
was appointed for Wednesday, June 20. 

A petition presented by Alderman 
Bullard requesting the locating of a street 
lamp, coruer of Bet kley street aud Allen 
place, was referred to the committee on 
street lights. Another petition of Otis 
Howland and some 20 others for a police 
signal box on Waveiley avenue, between 
Ward ami .Sargent streets, was referred 
<to the police committee. 

These orders were adopted: author- 
izing construction of sewer iu Prince 
street; changing name of Brighton street 
fnora Boston lino to its termiuus iu this 
city, to Nonautum street; providing for 
issuiug of notice to C. A. Miner, et al M 
of city's intent to relocate easterly line 
of Five man street and take uecesssry 
land therefor, aud appointing hearings 
before both branches. Wednesday, June 
26; authorizing the ooustruntiou of side 
walks, (some with edgestoues), iu 
Webster. Cherry, Fairview, Bowers 
streets aud Huuuewell terrace; request- 
ing the mayor to cause tbe colors to be 
displayed on the puplic buildings aud 
the City Hall to be closed Mouday, June 
17; rtquestiug the mayor to cause tbe 
colors to be displayed on public build- 
ings July 4, also to have the bells ring 
oue-quarter ot au hour at suunse, noou 
aud sunset ou that dale: granting per- 
mit to citizeus to set off fireworks on 
their premises July 4; authorizing the 
city clerk to issue licenses for the keep- 
ing and sale of fireworks. 

At 8.15 o’clock, the board took a re* 
cess. 

L’ pou reassembling at 8.35 o'clock, an 
order offered by Alderman Degen was 
adopted authorizing the city clerk to 
have prepared au alphabetical card iu- 
dex of births aud iutermeuts aud appro- 
priating $600 therefor. 

Following the disposition of the above, 
it was voted to adjourn, 
mlu the comiuou council, President 
Joseph W. Parker occupied the chair. 
The business was of a concurrent char- 
acter. It was voted to concur with the 
aldermen in rescinding the Washington 
street order that incorporated the 85-foot 
widening provision aud iu the adopting 
the new mm drawn to permit the taking 
of all the laud ou the south side abutting 
the railroad tracks. 


GOOD WORK DONE. 

I HR POI.ICR FOR« F. IN NONANTUM A 
BRILLIANT SUCCESS — A GREAT CHANGE 
IN THR DISTRICT— SOME OF THE 
MEASURES EMPLOYED. 

If there is any one thing in which a 
great mojority of t lie people of Newton 
have taken au especial pride it is that of 
their position in regard to tho liquor 
question, Every year the vote recorded 
for no-licenso is so emphatio that the 
city lias acquired the title of tbe banner 
municipality of the Commonwealth in 
the list that frowns upon the introduc- 
tion or continuance of the saloon. Es- 
sentially, a community of homes, Now- 
ton would, if possible, forever shut out 
the temptations and chapters of miseries 
that are generally associated with tbe 
public dram shop. That much being 
clearly understood, it seems strange that 
it has been possible in the past to engage 
in the rum traffic and carry it on with 
such feeble efforts iu the way of inter- 
ference. Even with tbe adoption of n 
more vigorous policy in the enforcing of 
law, tbe kitchcu bar-room has flourished 
and has been an almost constant abid- 
ing nuisance in certain sections of the 
city. This is particularly true of Nonnn- 
t u in district, a location that has fur- 
nished more opportunities for raids and 
subsequent court proceedings ithan any 
other of similar area and population 
within the limits of the municipality. 

Possibly, the character of the popula- 
tion, in a measure, accounts for it. It is 
made up of a mixed class in whioh the 
foreign element predominates. Many of 
tbe residents are employes in mills and 
industries where tbe wage is small and 
the duties confining and arduous. It 
has, of course, its hustling, enterprising, 
representatives, through whose energies 
the place has grown apace and its busi- 
ness interests developed from an insigni- 
ficant cluster of stores and manufac- 
tories to that of quite au important man- 
ufacturing centre. 

The district has been influential in pol- 
itics and that is the chief reason for the 
indifference that has marked the policy 
of certain ambitious members of the city 
council who have preferred to close their 
eyes to a condition of aff.iirs certainly not 
in accord with the sentimeDt of those 
who so persistently vote against license. 
With changing administrations, there 
has naturally been an uncertainty as to 
the policy to be adopted The police de- 
partment has, therefore, been handi- 
capped, for its executive head, under the 
charter, is iu reality the mayor, the city 
marshal being under his authority and 
that of the police committee. It would 
be unjust to iufer that tbeie had 
ever been any gross corruption on the 
part of city officials, but it may be in- 
terred that Newton lias elected chief 
magistrates iu the past who did not ap- 
parently regnrd the violation of the no- 
license law as a very serious thing and 
who took no very active steps towards 
securing the punishment of its violaters. 
There have been mayors, of course, who 
insisted on living up to it and while they 
were in office, the rumsellers discovered 
that their business was an extremely 
hazardous oue. Tbe kitchen bar-room 
has survived notwithstanding, and tbe 
impression has got. abroad of late that 
the police depaitmeut had been iufected 
with the spirit horn* of doubt and that 
some of its members, at leasr, bad lapsed 
into very careless methods of procuring 
evidence in t he cases of those who were 
known >o be selling in defiance of the 
very solid vote recoided for no-1 cense. 

The pieseut mayor. Bon. H. E. Both- 
feld. aud his predecessor, ex- Mayor John 
A. Feuuo, believe in a rigid enforcement 
of me law and the punishment of its 
offenders. Mayor Bothfeld has every 
member oi the present city council with 
turn iu his position on the liquor ques- 
tion and the initial steps have neeu taken 
which willluDdoubtedly, result in closing 
up every dram shop iu Nonautum. The 
first important move of the present city 
council was in the transfer of the patrol 
men who had been for soni3 time located 
at Nonautum aud the sending there of 
squad of picked officers t, 0 act under the 
direction of Sergt. John Ryan. Ryan 
has an enviable record in the police de- 
partment. Ho is courageous, knows how 
to secure evidence and canuot be iu- 
tluenced by biibe or specious promise of 
persoual gain. He was a volunteer in 
the late war aud served with distinction 
iu the regular army. He was iu Gen. 
Reno’s command aud was in charge of 
the detail that buried Gen. Custer fol- 
lowing the Custer'mass ere. 

Seigt. Ryan aud the detail of patrol- 
men entrusted with the work of clearing 
up the Nonautum district have inaugu- 
rated a reform that should have been 
commenced years ago aud the priuts of 
their labor are already in evidence. They 
have been located there justthiee weeks 
aud during that time have made seven 
successful raids aud secured a conviction 
iu every case thus far preseiued for trial 
in the local police court. Besides that 
they have brought order out of chaos. 
They fuuud the place almost literally 
choked with sidewalk loafers aud many 
of the streets given up to groups of 
young men aud juveniles, who had uo 
kuowledgi?, apparently, of the existence 
of such a thing as a city ordiuauce. and 
who played ball, quoits or indulged iu 
the cuaimou forms of athletic sports, 
such as putting the stone, throwiug the 
hammer aud like pleasant diversions. 
They found stores open on the Lord’s 
Day and the proprietors seemed greatly 
surprised when informed by the day 
officers, Patrolmen Harrison and Pur- 
cell, that they must at once put up their 
abutter*, pull their curtains aud refrain 
from further iudulgeuce iu Suuday busi- 
ness. 

They found the lock-up aud tramp 
room in a pitiable oouditiou, reeking 
with unpleasant odors, it was necessary 
for health's wake to purify the place and 
was done without delay. On Mon 


Sergt. Ryan nnd his Fqund and everyone 
else interested in the present reform 
movement, the most practical for the 
object desired, are leceivitig the com- 
mendations of citizens generally who he- 
lie vo that t ne problem of ridding iho 
city of its grocery shop groggeries and 
kitchen bar-ro’oma has at last been 
solved. 

There is a feeling of indignation that, 
it was not accomplished long ore this, 
and rumor has it that It would have 
been were it not for tho furnishing o 
tips when raids wero to be made, to- 
gether with a tendeucy on the part of 
Homo officers to wait for evidence — never 
to soarch for it. The stories relative to 
the methods of giving tips would fill a 
small book. Some s»y that sort of tnlk 
is all hosh. It seems unaccountable, 
however, that not a sign of liquor was 
found in places raided in Nonantum 
when it was known positively that a 
considerable quantity of ‘‘stuff” had 
been delivered only a few hours prior to 
the time the search was made of the 
^remises. Let. him explain it who will, 
[t’s been a mistyfying fact for many a 
long day and a matter that should be 
probed to the very bottom. 


FAMOUS LANDMARK GOING. 


OLD GEN. HULL MANSION IX NEWTON- 
VILLE IX PKOCE88 OF DEMOLITION. 


One of Newton’s most famous land- 
marks is about to be swept away by the 
march of improvement. The old ‘‘Gen 
oral Hull” mansion, which for half a 
century has been a matter of local pride 
in Newtonville, is in process of demoli- 
tion to make way for a business block. 

The house is 118 years old, and is filled 
with interesting associations. It Iidb wit- 
nessed within its walls the stately gayety 
of revolutionary times and the good fel- 
lowship of modern club life. 

The original house was built in 1776 by 
Judge Fuller, and stood on the site now 
occupied by the Gov. Claflin bouse on 
Waluut street. It was the scene of a 
number of brilliant events in the days 
just after the war. 

Later it became tbe property of Gen. 
hull, aud continued in the possession of 
the Bull family until 1840, when it passed 
into the hands of John L. Roberts, who 
removed it to the present site, at tho 
corner of Walnut aud Austou streets, iu 
1S10. 

Several years later it passed into tbe 
hands of the Newton Associates, and by 
them was leased to the Newton Club six 
years ago, which deserted it two years 
ago. During this period it was again a 
centre of social gayety, and was the 
scene of a brilliant reception given for 
Mrs. President Harrison and another for 
Admiral L. R. Kimberley. 

The Hull mansiou is of the colonial 
type, and is built in tbe solid, old-fash- 
ioned style. Au addition was made iu 
1S4G, but the original design of the old 
structure was very little altered. The 
old-fashioned appearance was retained, 
and tbe old part remains nearly as when 
occupied by Geu Hull. 

While the work of teaiing down tbe 
old buildiug was iu progress Saturday 
a number of ancient papers and docu- 
ments of great value to tbe collector 
were found. Many of the old doors with 
their heavy wrought iron locks and 
hinges were sold to collectors, and oue 
of the handsomest bus been sent to 
graudson of Gen. Hnll by the preseifr* 4 * 
owners. In teariug it down it was 
found that.tke walls of tbe first stoiy was 
lined with stout oak plauks, 3 inches 
thick, which was probably intended as a 
defence against enemies, as old-fash- 
ioned bullets would hardly have suc- 
ceeded in penetrating such walls. 

Tile site of the old landmark will he 
occupied by a large brick block, which 
is to he erected by the Newton Associ- 
ates.

L ABELL 8KMINAKY. 


In caps and gownB the merabor» of tho 
graduating claRB of LabcII seminary Rat 
in a Bomi-circlo on a platform in tho 
dining hall Monday evening, with an au- 
dience of about 800 relatives, undergrad- 
uates and friends before them. 

It was class day— or rather class night. 
The conventional greetings wore said, 
of course, and there was a mild flourish 
of classical culture in the various essays 
presented, and a very largo portion of 
advice, serious and otherwise, to the 
struggling undergraduates. Then many 
wishes to bo good all through life and 
alwnys true to tho alma mater were scat- 
tered in and the whole was seasoned 
with farewells in amateur verse. 

This was the conventional side of 
Lasell’s class day, these were the fea- 
tures that made it very much like any 
other class day. 

But it had many features that were 
really novel and interesting. 

The fact that the exercises were held 
in the evening, permitted of much more 
brillianoy in dress and decoration than 
would have been possible at an after- 
noon affair. Then the pathos aud bathos 
were not half aB apparent as girl gradu- 
ates generally make them, indeed tho 
element of fun was really predominant. 
Everything and everbody connected with 
the institution was ‘Toasted” from the 
house cat to Prof. Bragdon. Even the 
bald heads of the venerable members of 
the faculty were not respected, for the 
list of ‘‘donations” from the seniors to 
the school included a bottle of hair pro- 
ducer for one of those gentlemen to 
whom tho gift was apropos; the con- 
ceited girl among the juniors got a copy 
of Esop’s fables with the request that 
she should peruse the frog and ox story. 
Indeed it was said that in tho history 
of Lasell there never had been heard 
such a merciless set of ‘‘grinds.” 

Class day is always the day of days iu 
all the year to Lasell girls. None of tho 
other functions at commencement can 
compare with it in point of anticipation 
aud real enjoyment. Why not? Because 
on this night of all the year tho building 
is open to the male friends of the girls— 
not papas and uuoles and brotbors alone, 
but it is understood that the other men 
shall come.

In 
the hall black coats and expeusive shirt 
fronts were plentifully mixed iu with 
the dainty summer silks and muslins. 
There was laughing and story telling be- 
tween the exercises, aud coy glances at 
all times; indeed thore was relaxation 
aud abandonment in the very atmos- 
phere because this is the one event of 
the year when even the severe profes- 
sors are agreed to throw discipline to 
the winds. 

The class of ’05 is the largest that 
ever graduated from Lasell. having 21 
members. It is a very distinguished 
class in one way because ,it has Mr. 
Iiichard Harding Davis for an honorary 
member, and in these times of the liou- 
izing of the young blood in society, this 
alone makes the class of ’05 distin- 
guished. 

Its motto is "Palma non sine labore 
est,” its colors are purple and gold, aud 
its distinctive flowers ate violets and 
mareohal neil roses, so it will be seen 
that it has a delightful mixture of aris 
tocrat appreciation and sound common- 
sense. 

The school hall was prettily decorated 
in daisies, and the class flowers inter- 
mingled with palms. A large silken 
banner of purple embroidered with the 
crest of the class in gold stood at one 
side of the platform. 

The exercises opeued with class song, 
words by Miss Iluleu B. Morris aud 
music by Miss Katherine Bell Bragdon. 

Au amusing roll call was read by Miss 
Alice Aiulreesen, in which the names 
of the class wer»* put into puns. 

Miss Frances V. Fairchild put the his- 
tory of the class for the past four years 
iuto an amusing paper, end Miss Caro- 
line L. Steel made every one laugh by 
the pe version of all rule* iu bur "Guide 
to Lite at Ltsell.” The object of the 
paper, she said, was to initiate the 
"coming victims,” and she advised them 
among other things to carry novels and 
luucy work to chapel aud go walking 
two by two— sex uot specified. 

Iu a paper ou "Lasell Leaves.” by Miss 
Grace Loud, a sort of prophecy for the 
faculty was read from a fancied number 
of the school uewsuaper of the year 
1000. 

Miss Grace Allen recited oue of the 
Van Bibber stories, written by the ac- 
complished honorary member — "The 
Hungry Man was Fed.” It is said that 
Mr. Divis has seut an autograph and 
photograph to every member of the 
class. 

The donation to the juniors by Miss 
Sarah A Bond iucluded such things as a 
string of doughnuts to the hungry girl, 
au impossible bonnet to the class beauty, 
aud a volume of "peuny dreadfuls” to 
the best student. 

Th« class prophecy by Miss Sarah Hay- 
den was the most novel number ou the 
progrum. In it a vocation was assigned 
to each of the graduates, aud they were 
showu separately iu proper attire aud 
attitudes to illustrate the historian's 
words by stereopticou. Among them 
figured a Salvation army lassie, matrou 
of au orphau asylum, aud uewspaper 
globe trotter. 

The last part of the exercises was held 
out doors. A delightful sweet-scented 
breeze swept the lawn and made music 
iu the trees. This was accompanied by 
the music of a stringed orchestra, which 
played waltzes aud ballads, to which the 
ears of the lair studeuts aud their escorts 
loitering iu the shade wore well attuned. 

Thu place looked a fairy laud. Elec- 
tric lights were stiung from true to true 
ou the borders of the long driveways, 
and some of the wires were wound 
around every bruuch and limb, makiug 
a dazzling glitter of lights among the 
leaves. The piazzas weru ulso illuminated 
by rows ou rows of iuoaudescuuts aud 
comfortable chairs aud couches were at 
every turning. 

The seulors were escorted by the 
juniors as torchbearers to the iawu, 
where Miss Kalberiue Belle Bragdon 


read the oration of tho evening. 

After that occurred tho ceremony of 
the burning of relics, when old school 
books and various devices wliioh the 
class of ’Do has made to puzzle the fac- 
ulty, were cast into flames. 

The last oxeroiso was tho prosenta 
Mon on behalf of the class by MiRR Helen 
B. Morris of a handsome bronze grte 
lamp to the school. The gift was of 
such value and beauty as to koon the 
claRs of ’05 long iu the memory of the 
faculty and pupils. 

After that some little time was hap- 
pily passed in prumeunding, there was a 
pyroteohnio display and that was the 
concluding feature. 


TO LASELL SENIORS. 


REV. DR. llOKS OP NASHVTLLR, TKNN., 
PREACHES AND GIVES GOOD ADVICE. 


The baccalaureate s.ermon before the 
graduating class of tho Lasell Seminary, 
Auburndnle, was preached by Rev. E. E. 
Floss, D. D,, of Nashville, Tenn., Sun- 
day morning, in the Auburndale Congre- 
gational church, which was crowded 
with friends and relatives of the semin- 
ary girls. The front rows were occupied 
by the members of the graduating class, 
all attired in black Oxford gowns and 
mortar-board caps, while behind them 
were seated the lower class girls, their 
bright summer ooBtumes affording an ef- 
fective background for the sombre black 
of the seniors. 

Ou the platform with Dr. Hoss were 
soated Rev. Calvin Cutler. Rev. T. VV. 
Bishop aud Dr. Feloubet, who assisted 
iu the service. 

Dr. Hoss took his text from .John xiii., 
15: "For I have given you an example 
that ye do as 1 shall do.” He said, in 
part : 

Even the last supper was mnrred by an 
uu8eemly strife as to who should be the 
greater. Iu our modern world be is be- 
come the greater who succeeds in re- 
ducing the largest number of other men 
to his own uses. But in the kingdom 
of God be is greatest who does tbe most 
to promote tbe welfare of others. 

Christ does uot, as is sometime* alleged, 
lay too little stress on the earthly side of 
religion. Did he not say "Love your 
neighbors?” Every true disciple takes 
the motto, "I serve.” 

We must abandon all plans that look 
solely to our persoual aggrandizement, 
and remember that others have claims 
upon us. We must be altruistio, but 
exercise our best judgment. We must 
lot uo mere creature determine our ac- 
tions. 

The expectation of full return for 
great deeds shows a speck of seltishuess. 
Only now aud then does the world rec- 
ognize its contemporaneous benefac- 
tors. 

In solf-forgetful devotion to the good 
of other men we are to find the full func- 
tion of our being. There is no life so 
empty as that devoted to purely selfish 
interests. 

The opportunities for service belong 
to every age and every period of life. 
There were never more than in this last 
quarter of the 10th century, wheu we 
stand on tiptoe in expectation of the 
20th. 

The great days are not gone, but 
greater are to come. It is possible for 
each of you youug ladies in your own 
place and manner to glorify God by 
walking in His paths. The lines of 
obligatiou are marked out for you. God 
makes our duties for us. The age, our 
families and our environment are 
matters of divine appointment. It is 
the height of folly to mourn because they 
are not different. 

It is not in a cloudland of golden 
dreams, but od the Bolid earth, with its 
prosaic round of duties, that you are to 
work out your highest destiny. To 
ignore that is to fight against God. To 
shirk these manifest obligations brings 
misery and sorrow. 

To woman, especially, is given tbe 
glory of service. She is oftonest called 
upon to give herself for others. She 
should be protected from the storm and 
tempest of tho outer world. There may 
be cases, in which exceptional gifts fit 
women for business or professional life, 
but the rule is otherwise, and I am old- 
fashioned enough to believe that there 
is uo higher misson than to be a good 
wife or mother. 


LASELL COMMENCEMENT. 

EXERCISES HELD IN CONGREGATIONAL 

CHURCH, AUBUKHDALE — LARGEST 

CLASS IN HISTORY OF THE SEMIN ARY. 

A large audience gathered in tbe Con- 
gregational oburch, Auburndale, Wed 
nesdav morning, upon tbe occasion of the 
41st annual commeucemeut exercises of 
Lasell Seminary. The auditorium was 
tastefully decorated, tbe pulpit platform 
being almost bidden by a *or e l of tall 
palms. The cluss motto on a silk bau- 
ner, reading "Palma Non Sine Labore 
Est,” was suspended from a ooruice in 
the rear of the pulpit. The young 
women of the graduating class, 21 in 
number, occupied seats iu tho front of 
the church, aud wore the conventional 
eaps aud gowus. It is the largest class 
graduated from Lasell since its institu- 
tion. 

The exercises were initiated at 11 
o’olock by music by tbe American Watch 
Company baud. Prayer was then of- 
fered by Rev. Dr. Stuckenberg of Bos- 
iou. Following tbe iuvooation tbe com- 
mencement address was delivered by 
Rev. Wilbur P. Tbirkield, D. D., doan of 
Gammou Theological Seminary. Atlanta, 
Ga. 

His topic was "Womanhood.” Ho 
commenced by saying that the crown of 
creation was woman. Woman, lie con- 
tinued, is tbe representative of a higher 
form of organization than man. She 
stands on the topmost rouud of the lad- 
der of human development. Iu the ac- 
count of creatiou God mude man out of 
the dust of the ground, aud from that 
form oi wondrous development ho build- 
ed woman. Womau was budded iu the 
divine image. The perfected womau- 
hood was not furnished by the Creator. 
The ideal woman is to be achieved. To 
build womau there must be u founda- 
tion, aud upon it site must stutul aud 
labor toward the ideal of achievement. 
It is first essential that she should umuu 
to tiie reaiizatiou of her personality, her 
self-hood. She must be tuught that 
she is some oue with a body aud a mind, 
aud that she is typical of God’s most 
sublime purpose iu the plan of oruatiou. 

Wheu a womau comes to the realiza- 
tion of her powers, she begius her real 
life. 

A woman’s education should prepare 


her for her complete living. It should 
he the means of unfolding all her 
woman’s nature, implanted by the divine 
hand. The sphere of woman should bo 
in the direccion of the largest service 
that she may accomplish for good. Let 
her education he t lie revealment of her 
being from the inwaid to the outward. 
Sex does not limit one’s freedom, but it 
does have a btariug upon the method by 
which woman can attain her highest 
perfection. 

The oolleges would fail in their pur- 
pose if they simply trained women for 
business life or to becomo teachers, or 
again, to enter the professional field. 
Tneir aim must be to train womanhood 
for tho school, homo, the duties of a 
wife, mother, and tho mauy fields of 
work which she may enter and attain 
success. 

Tho education that leads to the un- 
folding of tho intrinsic qualities of her 
being aud the development of her wo- 
manliness, is tho oue that will make her 
useful in the world. Lot tho education 
of woman coucern aud enthrone the 
womanly qualities. Society today needs 
not so much of law, genius aud suffrage. 
It ueeds ideals, the buildiug up of the 
nobler, sweeter qualities of life. Let 
women be the equals of men, but let it 
not be at the price of her womanly char- 
acteristics. It is iu the exercise of her 
womanliness that she can exert her 
greatest influence. Tit ret ore I say to 
you, cherish your ideals, let uo purpose 
of vanity tempt you trorn your dominion. 
Rememner that your greatest power will 
come from showiug tbe world what a 
divine thing woman can become. 

At tbe conclusion of the commence- 
ment address tho oaud rendered another 
selection, after which Prof. C. C. Brag- 
don, principal of the seminary, presented 
the diplomas to the mem nets of the 
graduating class. He nude a oriof ad- 
dress referring to Liscouuejtion with the 
institution. 

During tbo 21 years of my administra- 
tion, closing today, said he, the total 
number of studeuts enrolled at Lasell 
was 1651. Of these 524 have married and 
66 have passed away. The largest num- 
ber of studeuts who wore traiued at 
Lasell duriug these years came east of 
the Mississippi, and a large proportion 
of them from the eastern aud central 
Western states. 

The following statement, prepared by 
Prof. Bragdon, gives the number of 
students from each state aud from for- 
eign countries. The number from Maine 
was 73; New Hampshire, 56; Vermont, 
14; Massachusetts, 54D; Rhode Island. 12; 
Connecticut, 75; New York, 145; New 
Jersey, 22; Delaware. 2; Pennsylvania, 
6D; Maryland, 13; Virginia, 8; North 
Carolina, 3; South Carolina, 2; Georgia, 
3; Florida, 2D; Louisiana. 4; Texas, 21;

Montana, 7; Dakota, 4; Utah, 3; Oregon, 
5: Washington, 2; Wyoming, 1; Illinois, 
117; Ohio, 102: Missouri.

"The athletic team has had the use of 
tbe Newton A. A. athletic track this 
spring, and a number of good meu have 
beou developed. The track events have 
been the more popular with tbe candi- 
dates. 

"In the 100 and 220-yard dashes. H. W. 
Bn. don, C. N. Limed and J. W. Forsey 
are Newtou’s entries.” 

"The long-distan jo runs aie hardlv as 
well represented. G. R. Sptulding. R. A. 
Garrison aud A. L. R tnd Jr., beiug the 
only meu who are doing steady work.” 

"In the indoor meet Rind wou his 
heat in the 440, and was well to the frotu 
in the tinals, so]he is expeeted to fioirli 
well in the S80. Spaulding ran iu the 
800. and did fairly well, but is hardly ex 
pected to win a place iD the 440, while 
Garrison, iu the mile, is doing a few sec- 
onds under the 5-minute limit.” 

"Kimball, Adams. Garrison and Davis 
are tbe best men for the field events, but 
not oue of them has done anything like 
place-getting work. 

Kimball has entered for the shot and 

S ole vault, Adams the hammer, runn g 
road, and running high. Davis the ham- 
mer, Lee the hammer and Garrison tho 
pole vanlt.

The board of aldermen Monday night, 
held a special session, to amend the 
orders, for wideuing Washington street 
by striking out the 85 feet provision, us 
that might interfere with takiug all the 
land betweeu Washington street and the 
railroad track. In this connection, it is 
to be hoped that the aldermen will hurry 
up the matter of fixiug the lines of the 
street on the north side, as fast ns is 
consistent with wisdom. In Newton, es- 
pecially, tho street widening promises to 
disturb many business blocks, and the 
occupants would like to make some de- 
finite arrangements for the future. 
There is a great demand for stores, and 
it is said that several parties are ready to 
begin on new blocks, as soon as the lines 
are settled, and there will be no more 
than time to get them ready by the time 
the other buildings must be vacated. 
The first block that is ready cau have its 
choice of good paying tenants, on long 
leases. If Newton had some capitalist 
such as some other village is said to pos- 
sess, who would put up a haudsome 
block, not as a purely business under- 
taking, but for the good of the place, 
and without expecting any income from 
it, what a popular man he would be. 
But any one who has money to invest 
could not do better than to immediately 
start a block for half a dozen or more 
store near the juuc'io 1 of Washington and 
Centre streets. If this is not doue, some 
of the present storekeepers will have to 
camp out, when the street widening be- 
gins in earnest. 

The petition for the widening of Park 
and Tremout streets, presented to the 
aldermen last week, bore some of the 
strongest names in the city. The im- 
provement is certainly necessary and it | 
would be of more direct benefit to more j 
people than any other street widening i 
or building that has been projected. It 1 
w’ould enable the West End cars to come 
up to Newton, instead of stopping at 
Oik Square, and so give Newton people 
a five cent fare to Boston. A great num- 
ber of Newton people patronize these 
cars now, but the extension to Paik 
street would increase this a hundred fold 
at least. The West Eud is now double 
trackiog its road to Oik Square, and 
there is a prospect of haviug the cars run 
direct from the Brighton court bouse to 
the Beacon Street boulevard, instead of 
going around through Allstou as at 
present, which would shorten the time 
iDto Boston quite materially. The route 
is a favorite one with ladies as the cars 
leave them in the centre of the shopping 
district, aud the electrics are much more 
comfortable than the steam cars iu sum- 
mer. Tbe widening of the two streets 
would uot be at all an expensive under- 
taking, when compared with the other 
j obs the city has taken up, without half 
the reasons that exist iu this case for 
favorable actiou, aud it is to be bopod i 
that the petition will he seriously con- J 
sidered.

Washington aud Walnut Kereets 
ouce were famous for the c mditiou of 
thair road bed, but tbey are now famous j 
for the reverse, iu spite of the fact that 
more money has beer: spent upou them 
for the last tew years, than upon any 
other thoroughfare iu the city. .Street 
cars are a greit ojnvjniouco to the pub- 
lic, but they are a great source of ex- 
pense as well. Many people think that 
the companies drawing income from 
them should be made to keep the streets 
through which they pass iu good order.

BRILLIANT SUMMER CONCERT. 

NEWTON CLUB MEMBERS AND GUESTS 

LISTEN TO A FINE INSTRUMENTAL 

PROGRAM WITHIN AN ENCLOSURE IL- 
LUMINATED BY MYRIADS OF COLORED 

ELECTRIC LAMPS. 

The second in the series of June con- 
certs, under the auspices of tho Newton 
Club, attracted an immense audience 
made up of tho representative society 
people of the city. From 7 until after 8 
o’clock, a steady stream wended its way 
through tho portals of tbe handsomely 
appointed clubhouse on Walnut street 
nnd by way of the main hall across the 
west veranda to tho enclosed grounds 
beyond.

Small tables were placed here and 
thero throughout the enclosure and 
grouped about these were numerous 
parties of ladies and geutlemen, the 
former wearing handsome gowns aud 
stylish head gear. The company num- 
bered nearly 1000 persons and it required 
the aervioes of a large corps of waiters to 
attend to the many orders for refresh- 
ments aud cooling drinks. Outside the 
grounds there was a great concourse of 
people. It is estimated that the crowd 
without the cauvas numbered about 5000 
persons. 

A flue program of instrumental selec- 
tions was rendered by tbe American 
Watch Company Band. Following the 
concert, dancing was enjoyed. 

There have been many summer con- 
cert events in Newton, but none before 
of such a brilliant character as those in- 
troduced through the liberal policy an 1 
spleudid management of the Newtou 
Club. The social shading of the picture, 
with its artistic environment, photo- 
graphed on one’s vision from tbevaulage 
point of observation offered by the great 
piazzi overlooking the grounds, would 
suggest the development of a fairy dell 
h id it not been for the evidence at hand 
of substantial, pulsing humanity.

.May Vital Statistics. 

According to the Board of Health 
there were 42 deaths in Newton during 
May, lb males and 2;> females; of these 
oue was of a person over 80 years, 0 over 
70. 5 betweeu 00 aud 70, 5 between 20 and 
30, aud 5 between one and 5 years. Of 
the causes three were from old age, three 
from pueumonia, seven from cousump 
tioo aud two from diphtheria. Ward 
Four had the highest number of deaths. 
14, of which ten were at the hospital, and 
Ward Seven hid uoue. Ward one had 
tour; Ward Two, seven; Ward Three, 
two; Ward Five, seven; Ward Six, five. 
There were 17 cases of diphtheria re- 
ported during the month; six of scarlet 
fever; one of typhoid lever, and 87 
cases of measles, of which 04 were in 
Ward Two, and 16 tu Ward Oae. The 
board disinfected twenty-two houses 
during May. 

The death rate in May of this year was 
15.55, while last year iu the same mouth 
it was only U.57.

The annual prize drill and exhibition of 
the Newton High school battalion was 
held on the school grounds at Newtonvllle 
Saturday afternoon. The long lines of 
spectators’ seats under the elms were 
crowded with nearly 2003 relatives and 
friends of the boy soldiers, including 
several hundred gnyly gowned young 
ladies, who made a liberal display of 
the colors of the several classes, 
aud gave vigorous tokens of approval at 
the showing of this or that favorite com- 
pany.

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4’ENTURY’S WORK MIR WOMEN. 


MI18. JULIA WARD ROWE ON TIIK ISFI.U* 
KNI’K OF THKIIl CtdM UPON SOCIETY. 


The full text of Mrs. .lulls Ward 
Howe’s paper on the ‘•Influence of Wo* 
men's Clubs upon Society,” delivered at 
the annual meeting of the State Federa- 
tion, held in Channing church, last week 
is given below: 

“In order to illustrate the action which 
women's clubs are beginning to exert 
upon the tone of general society let us 
dwell for a moment upon the molecular 
hypothesis, accoiding to which nature is 
composed of infinitesimal atoms, each 
of which has a completeness in itself and 
a constant relation to those by which it 
is surrounded. Our social world is like 
this view of the material world. It is 
composed of single bodies, mostly with 
single minds in them, sustaining constant 
relations to a whole world of similar be- 
ings. Small, indeed, is the power of the 
single material molecule. Neither the 
one nor the other, however, acts singly. 
Governing laws of impulsion and of in- 
fluence confine the individuals in sym- 
pathy, and arrange those combinations 
in opposition to or in harmony with each 
other. 

“T need scarcely remind you that all 
the mighty phenomena of nature come 
out of the combined and varying action 
of the indivisible molecules. In like 
manner, all social phenomena result from 
the combined action of the human in- 
dividuals. 

“I am not physicist enough to be able 
to work out any statement concerning 
the great forces through which the atoms 
of the natural world are moved and com- 
bined. 1 oau speak, however, of that 
one of the moral forces which has most 
to do with human efficiency. I shall call 
this sympathy because I think that the 
impulse which leads us to act, or to wish 
to act, with others of our own kind.aute- 
dates in our experience the desire for in- 
dividual action, 

“All life tevolve8 around centres. The 
desire of the individual at first concerns 
his own immediate comfort or advan- 
tage. Sympathy extends this action, 
taking in the beloved friends aDd com- 
panions of our yon:b. Thus in each of 
us the home circle is formed, and out- 
side this the larger circles of love of 
country and of our race. Now, the wo- 
man’s club, viewed as an extension of 
the circle of the interests aud affections, 
represents constant progress. It brings 
us into efficient relations with large num- 
bers of our own sex. It obliges us, more- 
over, to meet them as friends, and not as 
rivals. A club will not work without 
the spirit of fair play. Its members 
represent real values, which also must 
be realized. And I think that in the 
club the true gospel— multiplication of 
the giveu talents— comes to be illus- 
trated. In the give and take of club 
intercourse, solitary thought and studies 
acquire a double value. We touch re- 
sponsive chords in the breasts of others 
— they, in like manner, touch us. We 
are enlarged with their thought and ex- 
perience. What is even more important, 
the domain of womanhood is enlarged 
and its power is multiplied and intensi- 
fied. Aud it is safe to say that the ob- 
jects dear to auy assembly of women 
will be worthy of pursuit. Isolated flirts 
may aim at unworthy conquests, often 
basely achieved. But you can never 
bring aud bind 50, 20, even 10 women 
together for the accomplishment of an 
object which they know to be trivial or 
unworthy. 

“When changes in certain conditions 
of the body politic become necessary, 
circumstances are sure to call out some 
latent force in human nature which 
breaks up the routioe induced by the old 

E olarities, and gives a new direction to 
ope and eudeavor. Clearly, it was part 
of the work of this century to alter 
greatly the condition of women. This 
could hardly have been accomplished 
without the help of a new factor in the 
minds of women, to wit, a disinterested 
interest in each oth- r and in woman-kind 
in geueral. To my mind, this new and 
needed force has bbeu, and is constantly, 
more and more supplied by the women’s 
clubs which have spruug up throughout 
the length and breadth of the laud. Men 
have long had the enlarged intercourse 
aud acquaintance with each other of 
which club life affords the opportunity. 
Women have been isolated from each 
other by circumstances upon which it is 
needless at this time to dwell. The in- 
fluence of public opinion once teuded to 
keep them in this isolation, but this 
formidable barrier has at last been over 
come, and women rather gain than lose 
in public esteem by snowing themselves 
good and zealous club members, 

“This larger harmouy, of which we 
are uow becoming conscious, is a part of 
our inheritance in the domain of true 
Christian civilization. The great pacific 
influences abroad in the world claim us 
as their appropriate ministers. To us 
belongs in a great degree the ministry of 
reconciliation. Ours should it be to 
traiu the infant mau. from his very 
cradle, in the ways of love and praise to 
his fellows. We could not do this when 
we were “cabiued, cribbed, confined,” 
strangers to each other, almost necessari- 
ly meeting more as rivals than as friends. 
That state of things was barbarous when 
compared with all that we now enjoy. 
Our petty piques distracted society. 
Men suffered the consequences of the 
narrow life which they marked out for 
us. We remaiued narrow aud self- 
ceutied. Stroug souled leads s like 
Mai g iret Fuller aud Frances Power Cobbe 
tried iu vain to charm or persuade us out 
of this iiarrowuess. We partly admired, 
partly distrusted them, but remaiued as 
we were. The club movement began, a 
little seed cast out upou the world’s 
great field. It was soon felt to meet a 
recognized and pressing want. It has 
now become national, almost internation- 
al. It has giveu to the true woman free 
dom, courage aud efficiency. And we 
have thus far only a foretaste of the 
beneficent results which it is bound to 
accomplish for the bumau race.” 


IRI8II CRACKS COMING. 

NEIGHBORHOOD Cl.l B WILL CONMTCT A 
GREAT INVITATION TOC RN AMENT THIS 
YEAR — PIM AND MAHONEY WILL COM 
PETE— FORMER IS CHAMPION OF ENG- 
LAND — M AI.COI.M CHASE, HOVKY, 
EARNED AND OTHER WELL KNOWN 
AMERICAN EXPERTS WILL TRY CON- 
CLUSIONS WITH THE FOREIGNERS. 


Now that the preliminary tennis tour- 
naments in this vicinity are about com- 
pleted, the followers of that fascinating 
sport are looking forward to tho big 
events of the season. The indications 
thus far point to a very successful teunis 
year. 

Tho Neighborhood invitation tourna- 
ments have attained a reputation for ex- 
cellence not only on account of tho 
standing of the players, but also from 
the social prominence of the club and its 
facilities for attracting sooiety peoplo to 
its entertainments. 

This year the club promises to excel 
all former tennis records, and at the 
touruameut scheduled for Juno 24, tho 
best American players, with tho excep- 
tion of Champion Wrenn, will compete 
with the two Irish cracks, Pun and 
Mahoney. 

Messrs. Pim and Mahoney will sail 
from England on the Campania, June 15, 
and they are due to arrive in New York, 
June 21, where they will bo entertained 
for a day or two by representatives of 
the Neighborhood Club. 

Immediately after the close of tho 
tournament Pirn and Mahoney will re- 
turn to England to. take part in the all- 
comers at Wimbledon, July 22. 

Pim is the present holder of tho 
championship in England, and bo will 
defeud tho title on returning from bis 
American tour. It has been stated by 
some tennis writers that Pim is taking 
great chances on losing form by coming 
over here and having to return so soon 
for the events at Wimbledon, whore he 
will have to go up against Wilfred Bad- 
derly, the winner of the all-comers last 
year. The writer was told by a tenuis 
expert that Pirn’s American trip is like- 
ly to be beneficial rather than the con- 
trary. Pim is said to be a wiry little 
follow, as cool as an iceberg, and in build 
resembles our owd ex-champion, “Ollie” 
Campbell. • 

It will be great tennis when Hovey, 
Hobart, Larned and Chase meet the 
Irishmen on the Neighborhood courts, 
and in order to accommodate the people 
who will be eager to see the sport, the 
club has provided extra seatine capacity. 
New grandstands ‘ have been built on all 
four sides of tbe dirt court aud the club 
will be able to seat comfortably at least 
1500 people. 

The quartet of American tennis men 
above referred to are well known to all 
followers of the game. Hovey won first 
honors at the Neighborhood Club in ’02, 
aud in the following year he aDd Hobart 
divided tbe laurels. They were even in 
the last day’s play, after going through 
a hard-fought tournament. Last year 
Hovey aud Hobart had a battle royal for 
the championship, and the former was 
again victorious. Hovey is not in the 
best of trim at preseut, as he is nursing 
an injured knee, but be expects to bo all 
right when the play begins. He will de- 
fend his title, the Massachusetts cham- 
pionship, at tbe Lougwood touruameut, 
which opeus next Saturday, ami this 
will give him some much-needed practice 
for the big tournament. 

Tbe committee of the club in charge 
of the tournament and all tenuis matters 
consists of Messrs. C. I. Travelli, Henry 
B. Day and Harry L. Ayer. The latter 
is the hustler of the committee, and 
when he is at the helm everything runs 
in apple-pie order. 

As previously stated, the tournament 
will open on June 24, and play will be- 
gin at 10 o’clock a. m. and 3 o’clock p. 
m. on each day of the tournament. All 
the seats will be reserved for members 
and their friends, and tickets will be sold 
oaly on application to tho committee. 
The price of season tickets is $2.50 aud 
single tickets 50 cents. At a recent 
meeting of the club a handsome sum of 
money was appropriated for the pur- 
chase of prizes for first and second men 
in the tournament. 


Tho Groat Boulevard. 

To the Editor of the OBifHic:- 

Tho proposed extension and widening 
of Tremont stroet from its Boston con- 
nections to and into the Washington 
street boulevard to eighty five feet is an 
absolute necessity and is one of the most, 
important improvements our city ever 
contemplated. If done it must be done 
right. If not done right it will 
prove a disappointment. Our high- 
way authorities should provo them- 
selves broadminded and courageous 
enough to do it as it should be done for 
all time. The northern side of our city 
has now no direct and great thorough- 
fare to Boston except Washington street. 
That is over a steep and difficult hill 
nltho’ a beautiful one. 

Tremont street Is the only water level 
highway into Nowlon. This begins right 
but is hardly startod before it brings up 
sharp against Park street, where nil 
travel must diverge at right angles one 
way or tho other. The tremendous 
travel of all the Newtons and the towns 
as far as Worcester must use this high- 
way such as it is, because it pnssos be- 
tween Brighton and Nouantum Hills in 
this beautiful valley. 

The Boston Board of Survey with its 
grand outlook for broad avenues out of 
tbe city{s re seriously contemplating exten 
sums and widenings that must make 
Oak Square, Brighton, a great driving 
center in the near future. Newton should 
plan to take care of this iuoreased 
travel. 

These projects mean the extension of 
the Beacon street boulevard via Chest- 
nut Hill avenue direct to Oak Square 
and the coutiuuaDoe of Commonwealth 
avenue with its fine proportions via 
Warren and Sparhawk streets, through 
vacant land north of Brighton village to 
Oak Square. 

It is high time Newton was waking «p 
to her responsibilities to greet Bostou 
by generous plans also. 

Surely Tremout street must be widened 
to 85 feet. Surely no niggardly policy 
nor sebemes of interested land holders 
should prevent it. Surely the Tremont 
street extension should bo so plauoed as 
to cross the railroad and meet Wash- 
ington as nearly confluent with it as is 
possible. This is simply impossible by 
the proposed Park street widening 
scheme which is not an extension in any 
souse of the word, the merit of which 
so far as I can see is to blot out a few 
shops that are uow obnoxious to tho 
denizens of Brighton Hill. 

Tho Park street widening means an 
avenue with long right angled el- 
bows which must always prove nu abor- 
tion, an eyesore, considered from any 
point of view, Tremont street can now 
be easily made a continuance of both 
Vernon and Rtchatdson streets in such a 
way as will cross the railroad aud enter 
Washington street boulevard at the 
smoothest angle possible. This will be 
tho direct aud business like way of meet- 
ing this problem, so that the future can 
never reproach this generation for its 
lack of wisdom in highway projedions. 
It means a broad avenue in almost a 
straight line from Boston to Auhurndale 
and westward. It meaus an avenue that 
travellers can follow wittiout getting 
lost, and without goiug out of their way 
to get there. It meaus comparatively 
little expense; for most of tho land can 
be taken without auy great injury to ex- 
isting estates. Tbe estates in the way 
are now singularly situated tc help the 
project with but tew exceptions and at 
little expeuse because across vacant lands. 
Our highway authorities I have no doubt 
considered this plan. How they can 
very wisely consider any other is a pro- 
blem to me. It is simply this. Take 
your maps and see how easily it is done 
aud with but little obstruction. Tremout 
street widened to 85 feet aud extended 
at that width via Vernon and Richard- 
son streets into WashiugtOQ street, of 
which it then becomes a part and makes 
a long and level highway into Boston for 
teams heavy and light. Business de- 
mands it ! Pleasure demands it !

AN8BNHNIEIVT OF POI.I.M AIVD 
REGISTRATION OF WOMEN. 

Sect. 16, Chap. 417, Acts of 1893. Amended' 

by Sect. 1, Chap. 268, Acts of 1894. 

The Assessors, by one or more of their number, 
or by one or more Assistant Assessors, shall, in 
the month ot May or June, in each year, visit) 
every building In llielr respective cities and 
towns, Hnd, after diligent Inquiry, make true 
lists containing, as near as they can ascertain 
the same, the name, age, occupation, and resi- 
dence, on the first day of May In the current 
year, and the residence on the first day of May 
In the prectri.ng year, of every mnle person 
twenty }ears of age or upwards, residing In their 
respective clt es and towns, liable to be assessed 
I for a poll tax; and shall inquire at tbe residences • 
of the women voters whose names are contained 
in the list transmitted to said assessors by the 
registrars, according to the provisions of section 
forty-five of this act, whether such women voters 
are resident thereat, and shall thereupon make a 
list of the women voters so found by them. 

TRUST ESTATES. 

Persons holding estates in trust, whether for 
minors or otherwise, are particularly requested 
to furnish the Assessors with statements in 
relation to such estates. 

When estates of persons deceased have been 
divided during tbe past year, or bave changed 
hands, from other causes, the Executors, Admin- 
istrators, Trustees, or other pet sous interested, 
are required ami warned to give notice of such 
change; aud in default of such notice will he 
held to pay the tax assessed, although such 
estate has been wholly distributed and paid over. 

Returns of Property Held for Literary, . 
Benevolent, Charitable, or Scien- 
tific Purposes. 

In accordance with the requirements of Chap- 
ter 217, Acts of 1882, all persons and corporations 
are hereby required to bring In to tbe Assessors 
of Newton on any day from May first to the first 
day of July next, true lists of alt real and per- 
sonal estates held by such persons and corpora- 
tions respectively for literary, benevolent, 
charitable, or scientific purposes, on the first day 
of May, 1895, together with statements of the 
nmount of all receipts and expenditures by such 
persons or corporation for said purpose during 
the year next ^preceding said first day of May; 
such lists and statements to be In such detail as 
may be tequlred by the tax commissioner. 

SHIPPING. 

Shipping and business Income are not taxable 
to a firm, but each resident partner must include 
theso Items in his individual return. Owners 
and agents of shipB and vessels engaged in the 
foreign carrying trade, are referred to Sections 8 
and 9 of Chapter 11 of the Public Statutes, for 
tbe form of return required to obtain exemption 
from taxation (upon tbe valuation of Buch pro- 
perty. » Said returns to be made to the Assessors 
on or before June first. 

Any [person bringing in a list of all bis taxable 
personal property will be assessed upon the valu- 
ation thereof, and any person neglecting to fur- 
nish the Assessors with such list within tbe time 
above specified, will be doomed at a legu' meet- 
ing of tbe Board of Assessors agreeably to the 
laws of this Commonwealth. 

All persons will take notice that statements of 
personal property must be In writing and sub- 
scribed under oa'h before one of the Assessors, on 
or before the fifteenth day of June, and that the 
Personal Property of all taxable persons must be 
estimated by the Board notwithstanding any 
verbal statement or informal written communi- 
cation to any one or more of the Assessors.— P b 
Htai. Chap. 11, Sect. 39 aud 41 When a person 
has failed to bring Id a list or schedule of all his 
taxable property, in conformity to this notice, no 
abatement of a tax assessed on Personal Estate to 
such person can be granted, “unless such tax ex 
ceeds by more than filty per cent, the amount 
which would have been assessed to that person on 
Personal Estate If he had seasonanly brought In 
said list; amt if said tax exceeds by more than 
fifty per cert, the said amount, the abatement 
shall be only of the excess above the said nfty 
per cent."— Public Statutes, Chapter 11, Section 
73.

ANOTHER APPROPRIATION FOR AUX- 
ILIARY TUMPING ri.ANT — ADDITIONAL 
HEARING ON COMMONWEALTH AVENUE 
RAILROAD BOULEVARD LOCATION TO 
COVER TECHNICALITY— RESIDENTS OF 
CABOT STREET DON’T WANT POLES LO- 
CATED THERE— J. H. LUCKY APPOINTED 
A PATROLMAN— OTHER APPOINTMENTS 
AND MATTERS OF INTEREST. 


Both branches of tbe city council met 
in their respective chambers in the City 
Hall, Tuesday evening. 

In tho upper branch, Mayor Rothfeld 
presided. Considerable time was occu- 
pied in lieariugs. 

The first one was on a petition of the 
Nev England Telephone Company for 
permit to attach 9 cross-arms to poles of 
the Newtou <fe Watertown Has Light 
Company on West street. No one ap- 
peared in remonstrance and the hearing 
was closed. A hearing on a petition of 
the same company for permit to attach 4 
cross-arms to fire alarm poles on Waver- 
ley aveuue, between Washington and 
Vernon streets, was also closed, no re- 
monstrants appearing. 

The next hearing was on a petition of 
the same company for a location for 
poles and wires on Cibot street. A re- 
monstrance was received from Mr. F. J. 
and Minnie Hartshorn. Mrs. Line.who ap- 
peared, objected to the location on the 
side of the street proposed. E. H. Pierce 
appeared for himsblf and other residents 
of Cabot street with tbe request that the 
hearing be postponed until a later date. 
Some of the abuttors, ho said, had not 
been notified. There is a great objec- 
tion to the location of poles there, he 
continued. The street is very narrow 
and it is not clear that the necessity is 
very urgent. 

Mayor Bothfeld asked tho City Clerk 
if the customary notices had been sent to 
the abuttors and parties interested? 

That official in reply stated that they 
had. 

Mr. Pierce— I never received one and 
the same is true of my neighbor, Mr. 
Oaylor. It seems to me that all the abut- 
tors should have the opportunity of pre- 
senting their remonstrances. The re- 
quest for a continuance of the bearing, I 
think, is a reasonabfe one. 

On motion of Aldeiman Green, it was 
voted to contiuue the hearing until 
Wednesday evening, June 20. 

A hearing on the wideuiug of Central 
street, from its junction with Grove was 
opened and continued on motion of 
Alderman Plummer. 

The next hearing was on the order for 
a revision and rescision of a former or- 
der providing for the laying out ot the 
section of C ommonwealth aveuue from 
Auburn street to the Charles liver. The 
mayor explained that the proposed 
changes related to a new award of dam- 
ages. The old order, he said, did not 
specify land and buildings. The new 
one did. 

Mr. P. A. McVicar appeared. He said 
that he was in a peculiar position, inas- 
much as he hid no idea of wnat the 
award was to be. A man canuot protest 
or assent, be went on to say, until he has 
some idea of wh it the award is. I have 
received ordors to remove my trees and 
buildings, but no offer has been submit- 
ted to me by the city. The city has no 
right to take away my business without 
a fair compensation and [ desire to enter 
my pr itesc. 1 have beeu 10 years es- 
tablishing the business and my living, in 
a sense, dependa upon i*. 1 nave made 

au offer of $3,000 for a new business site 
upou the supposition that the proposed 
improvement would necessitate removal 
to another location. Under the revised 
ordinances, to get the same amount of 
floor space it will be necessary tor me to 
erect a building that will cost about 
$19,000. All I ask is information of 
what the city inteuds to do. I cannot 
move my business in 30 days except at 
great loss. 

The mayor stated that the chairman 
of the highway committee would willing- 
ly give all the information possible. It 
is customary to proceed in this way, he 
continued. After the award is maue, if 
there are auy differences the parties in- 
terested come together au a make a mu- 
tually satistactorv adjustment if pos- 
sible. If that result does not obtaiu, 
there is, of course, au appeal to tbe 
courts. 

Mr. McVicar — The notice which I re- 
ceived from the city clerk ordering me 
to run »ve ray trees aud building* with- 
in 30 days auuoyed me, especially as 1 
had received no offer for my property. 

It seemed to be a sort of a bluff game on 
the part t f the city. 

Mr. C, C. Burr — What is this new 
award of damages? 

Mayor Bothfeld— We are simply con- 
forming to a statute requirement. You 
canuot amend or rescind an order of the 
character iu auy other way. It is necessary 
to appoint a second hearing. The awards 
are communicated to the owuers after 
the final pissage of the order. No rights 
are waived by those who do not appear 
here tonight. 

Mr. Willis— I appear here representing 
Susaunuh H. Kimball. L)*I uudeit-taud 
that no awards have beeu made yet? 

Mayor Bothfeld— No awaids have yet 
been made, 

Mr. C. C Burr— Is there to be any con- 
ference with the parties iu interest be- 
fore the awaids are made? 

Mayor Bothfeld — The awards are made 
by apprai»al aud tbe first figures are 
those of the real estate experts em- 
ployed by tbe city. 

The bearing was closed. 

Next in the list came the heariug on 
tbe order for taking laud for a sewer ou 
Walnut terrace, westerly from Central 
street. It was closed; also a heariug for 
taking laud for a sewer iu Ware road. 
Mr. Tucker appeared for MaryC. Tucker 
favoring the latter. 

A heariug was given ou the order pro- 
viding for the widening of Webster 
street, from Cherry to a point ueur Elm 
street. It was closed; also the con- 
tinued hearing for the widening of Cen- 
tral street. 

A bearing was given ou the petition 
of the Newtou <Sc Watertown Gas Light 
Company for locations for poles on 
Faxon street, Jewett, corner of Pearl, 
and Centre, ooruer of Ward. There 
were no remonstrants aud it was closed. 

A heariug was given ou the petition 
of the Commonwealth Aveuue Street 
Railway Company for a location for 
tracks and the other uecessury fixtures 
for the operation of an electric street 
railway ou the new boulevard from the 
B istuu line to Weston bridge iu River 
side. The location was once grauted, 
hut had to be granted anew owing to a 


missionors. Mr. Blaney appeared and 
stated that tho company had pre- 
pared a waiver which it desired to pre- 
sent immediately before the passage of 
the order for the new location. The 
hearing wns closed. 

Mayor Bothfeld at this point read a 
communication from the Commonwealth 
Avonue Street. Railway abandoning its 
present location on tho boulevntd. It 
was voted to accept the waivor. 

An order providing for a new location, 
substantially the same as the old one, 
was next offered by Alderman Degeu 
and adopted unanimously. The only 
changes were In two sictions, one of 
them permitting the railroad company 
to take tho loam for tho excavation for 
the tracks and utilizing same for tbe 
grass plats. The other provision related 
to the time for the completion of the 
road and its occupancy for travel, 

A hearing was given aud closed on the 
petition of the Newton «fc Watertown 
Gas Light Company to attach wires to 
tbe poles of tbo New England Telephone 
Company on Valentine, Brighton and 
Homer streets. 

The resignation of W. F. Scammans as 

member of the police force was re- 
ceived. It was voted to accept it. 

Jeremiah F. Lucoy was appointed a 
patrolman for the probationary term by 
the mayor and the appointment was con- 
firmed by tbe board.

E. Fiske, M. G. Haley, F. W. Turner. W.

George W. Wbiton was appointed and 
confirmed a police officer without pay at 
the poor tarm. 

A communication was received from 
the Naval Brigade and First Corps 
Cadets^ certifying that certain ot 
its members, residents of Newton, were 
exempt from duty. It was placed on 
file. 

A communication from D. W. Gould 
and several others requesting the exten- 
sion of the sewer in Hammond street 
was referred to the sewer committee. 

A communication was received from 
the Wellesley & Boston Railway Com- 
pany notifying the city council of the 
completion of preliminary arrangements 
of incorporation aud asking for a loca- 
tion for an electrio railway liLe through 
Margin aud Washington streots to tho 
Wellesley line. The request for a loca- 
tion is simply to cover the recent ruling 
of the railroad commissioners, (as in the 
case of the Commonwealth Company), it 
haviug been once granted.

HEATH OF J. B. MIIRPHY. 

HANGS HIMSELF IN HI* BAKN AT NON- 
AMTUM. 

James B. Murphy, for many years lo- 
cated in the grocery business in Nonan- 
tum district, this city, lmug himself in a 
barn in tbe rear of bis store and dwell- 
ing early Monday morning. The build- 
ing where be committed the rash act is 
situated on Chapel street aud the rope 
which strangled its willing victim was 
suspended from a beam in the loft whore 
grain and various olher supplies are 
kept. 

Murphy went into the loft, it Is sup- 
posed, just before dawn. He stood on a 
box while adjusting tbe uoose around 
bis neck and jumped off when he 
thought that he had properly completed 
all the necessary arrangements for his 
voluntary execution. It turned out, 
however, to be a bungling j jb. When 
the rope was brought taught, tbe feet of 
the suicide did not clear .he floor. The 
pressure of the knot came at the base of 
i he brain aud there was a deep indenture 
in tho back of the neck where it was im- 
pressed iu the flesh. So clumsily was 
the uoose fixed, in fnct, that tbe wind 
pipe was not gri oped at all, the rope 
slipped nearly over tbe chin. Death re- 
sulted from slow strangulation aud there 
must have been intense suffering before 
the end came. It was possible for tbe 
man to extricate himself from tbe noose, 
but he apparently preferred a painful 
doath rather than to undertake a second 
trial. 

Il was 0.10 o’clock that tbe discovery 
was made of the bauging. Tbe eldest 
daughter of the deceased sent Michael F. 
Barry to the baru to get a bag of oats. 
He had been torinerly in Murphy’s em- 
ploy. Reaching tne loft, bo found Uie 
body dangl nx from h * beam ai.d h i at 
( nee notified the members of the family. 
Tbe police were summoned and Patrol- 
men Purcell aud Harrison were soon ou 
the sceue. Prior to their arrival, Dr. D. 
Waldo Stearns, who had been called, cut 
Murphy down. 

It was a terrible blow to his family. 
His children supposed tbat be wa» iu 
bed. lie retired tbe night previous at 
about 10 o’clock, remarking that he lelta 
little tired. During tbe night be got up 
aud weut out to the baru. He had been 
dead more than two hours when found. 

The cause is attributed to despondeu- 
cy, brought ou by business troubles. De- 
ceased was rated at oue time as a 
wealthy m.m and held property valued 
at about 8100,000. Ho conducted a large 
grocery uud provision business, in fact, 
sold most everything, ^including dry 
goods. He opened au apotbecaiy store 
some mouths ago, but subsequeusly sold 
it. While iu the drug busimss Murphy 
took an overdose of chloral, but was 

E ulled through by tbe vigorous efforts of 
is pbysiciaus. Some thought that it 
was taken with suicidal iutenl, but his 
family practictiouer stated that it was 
purely the result of an acoident as to the 
quautitv to be taken to induce slumber. 

Deceased was about 47 years of age and 
has had quite a remarkable career iu 
Newtou. He started iu business with 
limited meaus about thirty years auo, 
aud builded up a big trade, making mou- 
ey at one time very rapidly. 

Muipby became active iu politics aud 
was couoeded to be a very influential 
man in the section of the city where he 
resided. 

He was appointed postmaster there by 
President Clevelaud during bis first 
term and was eudorsed by some of the 
most representative people of the com- 
munity for the office. With the estab- 
lishing of free delivery the office was 
abolished. 

The death ot Mrs. Murphy several 
months ago is said by relatives t > be one 
of the causes of his periods of melau- 
choly. These, they state, became nuue 
frequent during the past few weeks. 
Three cbildreu survive him, a daughter 
aged 18 aud two boys aged respectively 
13 and 10. His mother is also living. 
Tbe latter hurried ro bis home upon 
hearing of tbe sad affair, riding over iu a 
buggy. Just as the horse eulered the 
driveway, oue of the rear wheels of the 
carriage collapsed and there would have 
been a serious accident had it uot been 
for the prompt action of Patrolmen Hai 
risou who grabbed the hoise by the head 
and succeeded iu boldiug him while the 
occupants were rescued from their 
daugerous situation.

The prolonged dry spell is having a 
disastrous effect upon the lawns, whioh 
are beginning to look as brown as in 
midsummer in spite of the efforts of tho 
lawn sprinkler. The gardens are drying 
up also, and the dust on all the oountry 
roads takos the pleasure out of driving 
and cyoliug. Such a prolonged drouth 
is unusu il in June. 


The night before the Fourth is always 
dreaded by timid people, but last year 
the police found it possible to preserve a 
fair amount of order, large numbers of 
specials aud regulars being about in clti. 
zsn’s clothes, aud so being able to stop 
any mischief before it had gone far. The 
same policy will probibly be pursued 
this year, and it is to* be hoped with 
equally good results. 

We print in another c.olumu an appeal 
from oue of the hoys, who thinks it 
would be much better to have the police 
dressed in uniform, so that they can be 
seen from a distance, although this is not 
the way be puts it. Au instance is giveu 
of where a grown mm was threatened 
with arrest last year, for firing a pistol, 
although there are probably few meu 
who are out with a pistol on that night. 
The chief of police was attending to 
duty, and could suaceed batter without 
bis uniform than with it. People who 
are out between the hours of midnight 
and sunrise, on the morning of tho 
Fourth, should not complain if they flud 
themselves closely questioned and they 
may as well obey the orders of any 
guardian of the peace they meet, as the 
probabilities are that he is a policeman 
in disguise. 

It is to be hoped that there will be of- 
ficers enough to prevent all disorder un- 
til after sunrise, and the boys should try 
and bottle up their euthusiasm till after 
daylight, as by that time older people 
have given up all idea of trying to sleep. 
They should also make a distinction be- 
tween fuu and malicious mischief, as, in 
past years, there has been a good deal of 
wanton destruction of property, for 
which there is no excuse. Most men are 
willing to allow the boys a good deal of 
license on that night as they remember 
they werd boys themselves, but there is 
a limit to such things and that has been 
passed when attempts atemide to de- 
stroy property. 

There have beeu a good many inquiries 
as to how the “potato pi in’’ is working 
in Newton, as many people were very 
much interested in the theorv. The 
truth is, it is not working at all. There 
were no applicants for the land offered 
at Lower Fulls, and 110 other laud was 
offered. Wo were a littlo late in getting 
about it, this year, and besides there are 
no men out of work in Newton, except 
those who have beeu arrested for the 
third time for druukeuuess, and so are 
ineligible for work from the city. There 
are very few of these, however, and Mrs. 
Martin, of the Assjciated Charities, says 
she cau not begin m supply the demaud 
for working womeu. If some land had 
been offered early enough in Nonantum, 
there might have beeu applicants from 
widows who have boys, anil perhaps an- 
other year something may he done there. 
There are workingtneu who hire Btnall 
pieces of grouud to raise vegetables 
upon, in various parts of the city, but 
these had all engaged their laud before 
the plan was talked of here. Iu Lower 
Falls, a good deal of laud belonging to 
the Bost on A- Albany is taken up iu this 
way. The railroad lets some man have 
charge of it aud make what he cau out | 
of it, and he is said to make quite a , 
revenue. What is true of Newton seems 
to be true all over the country, there is i 
plenty of work at good wages for all who i 
want it, aud the many reports of higher ! 
wages iu all the great mauufacturiug in- 
dustries are very encouraging signs of 
the times.

Nothing worries him, not all his mil- 
lions. At times I have known John to 
seem dull. 1 havo known people to take 
him for a soft, slow, stupid follow, in- 
stead of the hard, gliding, firm, rocky 
fellow flint he is. Ho once hnd nn em- 
ployee, a nervous, irritable young man, 
full of his own importance, but withal 
a capable clerk. Ho occupied an office in 
which there was ono of thoso pulling 
and lifting ftmehinea, and regularly ev- 
ery morning about 9, when lie was im- 
mersed in figures of correspondence, a 
small, black mnstachod man, quiet and 
diffident in manner, entered, said “Good 
morning,” walked on tiptoe to tho cor- 
ner and exercised for a quarter of au 
hour.

Gravitation ami tho Blood. 

We ordinarily think of tho attraction 
of gravitation only as producing what 
we call weight, and as governing the 
motion of the earth and other planets in 
their orbits. But gravitation acts in a 
very important manner upon tho circu- 
lation of the blood iu our voius and ar- 
teries. An olaborato series of experi- 
ments has recently beeu carried out in 
England to determine just what effect 
gravitation exercises in this respect, and 
how its disturbing influence is compen- 
sated iu the bodily mechanism. 

It 1ms been found that man probably 
possesses a more complete compensation 
of this kind thau any other animal, and 
that tho monkey stands in Hiis respect 
next to man. 

Injuries to the spinal cord, asphyxia, 
and poisoning by chloroform or curare 
paralyze, more or less completely, the 
power of compensation, aud then the in- 
fluence of gravitation on the circulation 
of the blood may becomo a serious clan- 
ger. 

Iu such a case death is moro likely to 
result, according to tho conclusions of

Take haphazard a number of people 
of both sexes and of all ages. Divide 
them into communities. Let the doc- 
tors of each nation have a community to 
themselves — this division would be in- 
dispensable because the difference which 
exists between the treatmeut prescribed, 
say, by a French and by an English doc- 
tor, has to bo experienced to be believed. 
Let tho allopathists, the homeopathists, 
tho hydropath ists, tho thousand and 
one sets of medical faddists, all have a 
community of their own. Give the nos- 
trum mongers free hands. Suffer the 
faith healers to work, unimpeded, some- 
where, tlieir own sweet will, and amid 
tho whole number of the communities 
permit one to be sot apart iu which uo 
doctor of any sort or kind, regular or 
irregular, shall bo allowed to place a 
foot or have a voice. If such a test were 
feasible, I wonder what tho result would 
bo. Or, rather, I do uot wonder — I 
should like to have a wager depending 
on the issue. 

I wonjd wager that, all things being 
equal — position, climate, circumstances, 
constitution, ages — the physical history 
of all those communities would be pretty 
well of a muchness. They would all suf- 
fer from tho same diseases, would bent 
them or be beaten by them, iu much tlie 
same way, and would die at about the 
samo ago. Of this I am certain — aud iu 
this I believe that tho physicians them- 
selves would be upon. my side — that the 
medically supervised communities would 
be every whit as closely acquainted with 
pain, diseaso and suffering before the 
curtain finally fell as that ouo commu- 
nity in which uo doctors were. — All tho 
Year Round.

An ecclesiastical council to advise the 
church in regard to tho resignation of 
Rev. Wolcott Calkins, D. D., from the 
pastorate of Eliot church, was held 
Wednesday afternoon. 

All the Congregational churches of the 
Suffolk West conference, the Park Street 
Church of Boston and the First Con- 
gregational Church of Cambridge were 
represented. 

Dr, Webb of Wellesley was chosen 
moderator, and the organization was 
completed by the choice of Rev. J. M. 
Dutton of Newtonville as scribe. 

The records of the church were read 
by the clerk, Thomas Weston, showing 
that the resignation was presented by 
the pastor, Jan. 6, and that it was ac- 
cepted at it church meeting Feb. 8. 

Mr. Thomas Weston expressed the re- 
gret of the church at the resignation of 
tho pastor. 

Dr. Calkins was called upon by the 
moderator for a statement. He reviewed 
his pastorate of nearly 10 years, com- 
mencing in August, 1879. He character- 
ized his call to Eliot church as a peculiar 
Providence. He was called, he said, un- 
expectedly, and without his own desire. 

lo the 37 years of bis pastoral labors it 
had been his lot to labor with wealthy 
churches, and it was his desire to carry 
ou God’s work with the poor and needy. 
This formed the principal reason for bis 
request to be relieved of his pastoral 
duties. 

The council reported to the church 
that it could see uo good reason in the 
internal life of the church for the sever- 
ance of the relations betweeu pastor and 
church. Inasmuch as it bad been agreed 
upon in the church, it recommended, 
however, that the resignation he ac- 
cepted, and that Dr. Calkins’ pastorate 
terminate Sept. 1. 

Resolutions were adopted expressing 
the regard of the members of the coun- 
cil for Dr. Calkins, as a faithful pastor 
who directed the affairs of his church 
with wisdom aud success.

The Assessors, by one or more of their number, 
or by one or more Assistant Assessors, Bball, In 
the month of May or June, in each year, visit 
every building in ilieir respective cities and 
towns, and, after diligent inquiry, make true 
lists containing, as near as they can ascertain 
the same, the nnine, age, occupation, and resi- 
dence, on the first day of May in the current 
year, and tlie\residenc* on the first day of May 
in the preced ng year, of every male person 
twenty years of age or upwards, residing In their 
respective cit es and towns, liable to be assessed 
I for a poll tax ; and shall inquire at the residences 
of the woimn voters whose mimes are contained 
in the list transmitted to said assessors by the 
registrars, according to the provisions of section 
forty-five tf this act, whether such women voters 
are resident thereat, and shall thereupon make a 
list of the women voters so found by them. 

TRUST ESTATES. 

Persona holding estates In trust, whether for 
minors or otherwise, are particularly requested 
to furnish the Assessors with statements in 
relation to such estates. 

When estates of persons deceased have been 
divided during the past year, or have changed 
hands, from other causes, the Executors, Admin- 
istrators, Trustees, or other pet sous interested, 
are required aud warned to give notice of such 
change; and in delnult of such notice will he 
held to pay the tax assessed, nil hough such 
estate has been wholly distributed and paid over. 

Returns of Property Held for Literary, . 
Benevolent, Charitable, or Scien- 
tific Purposes. 

In accordance with the requirements of Chap- 
ter 217, Acts of 1882, all persons and corporations 
are hereby required to bring in to the Assessors 
of Newton on any day from May first to the first 
day of July next, true lists of all real and per- 
sonal estates held by such persons and corpora- 
tions respectively for literarv, benevolent, 
charitable, or scientific pnrjioses, on the first day 
of May, 1S95, together with statements of the 
amount of all receipts and expenditures by such 
persons or corporation for said purpose during 
the year next ^preceding said first day of May;

SHIPPING. 

Shipping and business income are not taxable 
to a firm, but each resident partner must include 
these items in his individual return.

Anyjperson bringing in a list of all his taxable 
personal properly will be assessed upon the vain- 
atiou thereof, and auy person neglecting to fur- 
nlBh the Assessors with such list withiu the time 
above specified, will he doomed at a lega' meet- 
ing of tho Board of Assessors agreeably to the 
laws of this Commonwealth. 

All persons will take notice that statements of 
personal property must he in writing and sub- 
scribed under on' h before one of the Assessors, on 
before the fifteenth day or June, and that the 
Personal Property of all taxable persons must be 
estimated by the Board not withi- landing auy 
verbal statement or Informal written communi- 
cation to any one or more of the Assessors.— P b* 
Mat. Chap. 11, Sect. 39 and 41 When a person 
has failed to bring iu a list or schedule of all his 
taxable property, in conformity to tbiB uotice, uo 
aba’emeiit of a tax assessed on Personal Estate to 
such person can be granted, “ unless such tax ex

IT IS SAID THAT ABERDEEN WILL BE 
NEXT LORD LIEUTENANT. 

He Waa Ylf-rrnjr of Ireland Ilefore Being 

Governor General of Canada— Ilia Ap- 
pointment Will Caii.e General Hatlnfae- 

tlon In (lie Green Isle. 

It iH Htntcd that Lord Aberdeen is to 
lenvo Canada and his gubernatorial posi- 
tion to hecomo lord lieutenant of Ire- 
land. 

This InHtis indeed exciting news and 
unprecedented. The governor general of 
Cauadu is appointed for fivo years, and 
tho Earl of Aberdeen has served hut 
two. Moreover, he cannot leave the 
country without especial and specific 
permission from her majesty tho queen 
— not even to cross the border and enter 
tho United States. 

Thus, if Lord Aberdeen goes to Ire- 
land, it must ho looked upon as a recall 
for some good 
roason and a 
transfer to other 
office. It is said 
that Lord 
Houghton, pres- 
ent lieutunant 
governor of Iro- 
laiul, is to enter 
tho cabinet, nnd 
thoro is no doubt 
that Lord Aber-j 
deen would be 
amazingly pleas- 
ing to the people 
ns his successor. 

The Aberdeens 
have been always EAIlL OF Aberdeen. 
moro or less identified with Ireland. 
Lady Aberdeen is openly proud of hav- 
ing had tho groat O’Noills, kings of an- 
cient Hibernia, for her ancestors, and, 
as overy one knows, sho is president of 
the Irish Industries association and has 
probably done more to popularize Irish 
work than has any other living being. 
Lord Aberdeen, too, is used to Ireland 
and tho Irish people. 

In brief biography Right Hon. John 
Cnmpboll Hamilton Gordon, seventh 
earl, sou of tho Earl of Aberdeen, prime 
minister iu 1854, was horn in 1847 and 
was educated at tho University college, 
Oxford, whoro ho graduated in 1871. 
He succeeded to tho titlo ou tho (loath of 
his brother iu 1870. He entered the 
houso of lords, but in 1870 lio disagreed 
with some of tho principal measures of 
his party. In tho debate on the Afghan 
war he voted against tho government of 
Lord Beaconsfield. 

In 1886, having by this time become 
a member of tho Liboral party, he was 
appointed by Mr. Gladstone lord lieu- 
tenant of Ireland, with the mission of 
carrying out tho home rule policy. In 
this capacity ho was immensely popular 
in Ireland, aud tho scene in Dublin on 
bis “leave taking,” after the fall of the 
Gladstone cabinet, is said to have been 
such as has nover been witnessed since 
the days of O’Connell. Lord Aberdeen 
is a member of many Protestant reli 
gious societies, at whose meetings he 
frequently presides. 

When ho was viceroy of Iroland, he 
ocoupied Dublin castle and had all the 
state aud splendor of a court This 
seemed tho natnrul atmosphere of the 
Aberdeons, n thing which chilly Canada 
never quite granted. — Chicago Post.

SPEED ON RAILWAYS. 

THE FLIERS ON AMERICAN, GERMAN 
AND ENGLISH LINES. 

Curve* nml Grade Crossings the Great 
Drawback* In Till* Country— Limited 
Trnlm Do 'Not I»ny Expenses but They 
Iteiieflt the Service In Other Way*. 

Tho Writer branched tho subject of 
fast trains recently to oiio of t ho shrewd- 
est civil engineers employed on one of 
the roads entering Washington. This 
omployoe lias made ra..ronding n life 
study, has inspected tho railroads of 
Enropo ami speaks by tho card. Ho 
said: 

“If onr railroads conla sparo tho 
money to olovato their tracks in oitios 
and at crossings, to say nothing of com- 
pleting tho work of straightening ont 
curves, now going on, I, for ono, will 
predict that we can make an avorngo of 
50 miles an hour botwoen Now York 
and Chicago. I say this with tho Alle- 
ghany mountains almost staring mo in 
the faco. Wo might lose timo going up 
that range, but engineers, ns a rnlo, like 
to coast, and wouldn’t they slide down 
tho other side with a roadbod minus 
curves and grade crossings! In the mnt- 
ter of cost in making improvements, 
fow peoplo aro aware of tho expense at- 
tached thereto. In round numbers our 
road ‘blew’ iu fully $5,000,000 iu the 
latter part of 1802 aud tho beginning of 
1803. That was bofore tho financial de- 
pression set in. Wo are now resting on 
our oars. Wo cut ono burvo over o milo 
long, and the work cost us fully $500,- 
000. Othor roads have been doing like- 
wise, and with the return of a prosper- 
ous period we will surprise tho world, 
and especially the English, with the av- 
erage speod our trnins will attain. 

“Many poople \Vill bo surprised to 
learn that Germany aud not this coun- 
try or England furnishes tho fastest train 
in tho world. The United Statos comes 
second and England third. The Gorman 
train vnns from Berlin to Hamburg, a 
distance of 178 miles, in 204 minutes, 
an average outside speed— that is, not 
counting sU ps, of over 53 miles an hour. 
Tho Empire State express ou the New 
York Central road runs from Now York 
to Buffalo, a distance of 440 miles, in 
520 minutes, nml its outside speed avor- 
ago is nearly 51 miles an hour. Tho 
fastest English train, that comes third 
on the list, is called the ‘west coast flier’ 
and runs from London to Edinburgh, a 
distance of 40Q miles, af; ait avprago out- 
side spoetf of 60 miles an hour. 

“The farther we go West tho slower 
the train service becomes, a thing not 
looked for on account of the miles and 
miles of track traversing prairie land. 
Tho Burlington road’s best train aver- 
ages about 30 miles an hour. That on 
tho Milwaukee fond, the limited, can 
only reach an average of 84 miles an 
hour. Tho Denver limited, ou tho North- 
western road, has to hustle to scoro an 
average gait of 29 mileH an hour. 

“Very few of the fast limited trains 
in this country pay for tho expense of 
running them, aud it is au open secret 
that the limited between this city and 
Now York, the limited botwoen New 
York and Chicago and tho Empiro State 
express between Now York and Buffalo 
and the Chicago limited on the New 
York Central road cost their respective 
roads a good doal more than thoy bring 
iu, bnt they are great advertisers for 
their respective roads. 

“The advantages of fast train service 
ou well built and well equipped railroads 
are not confined to the carrying of pas- 
sengers swiftly from ono point to anoth- 
er. They aro felt all through the operat- 
ing department of a road and exorcise 
an important disciplinary influence. The 
running of snch extraordinary fast trains 
as tho Congressional limited and the 
Empire State express has had a wonder- 
ful oftect iu increasing the vigilance and 
efficiency of all the trainbands. The 
schedules on which such trains are run 
requiro the most arbitrary enforcement, 
and they consequently keop the mon all 
along the lino traversed constantly on 
the alert. Each man is made to feel his 
fall share of tho burden of responsibility, 
and the never ceaMing admonition to 
‘watch for tho flier’ roduces to a mini- 
mum personal inclinations to be slack 
or neglectful The telegraph operators 
havo a suspension of 80 days staring 
them in tho faco for tho slightest delay 
to the limited, aud similar penalties are 
imposed on other employees. 

“Besides this stimulus to duty tho 
fnst trains servo as an incentive to tho 
men to strive for promotion. Conduct- 
ors, engineers, firemen and other hands 
on tho limited get more pay than do the 
meu employed on tho trains of subordi- 
nate grado. That the ‘flier, ’ iu its go- 
uoriosense, is actually an improving in- 
fluence iu railroading is evidenced by 
the remarkable careers of tho Cougros- 
sioual, the Royal Blue and the Empire 
Statu express. Theso are tho fastest 
trains in this country and havo been 
running several years hack, and, with 
ono unimportant exception, havo met 
with no mishap. These trains pass 
through year after year without a sin- 
gle mishap, and 1 believe it iB all from 
the discipline put upon the employees 
by the fast service. The men take u 
pride iu tho fast trains. ’’ — Washington 
Star.

Among the Arabs u practice from 
time immemorial has prevailed of churn- 
ing by placing tho milk iu leuthor skins 
which were shaken or beaten until the 
butter cume. The Iiuns did their churn- 
ling by tying a bag of milk to a short 
{lariat, tho other end of which was fas- 
tened to tiie saddle. The horse was put 
at u brisk gallop, and after a round of 
sonio miles tho churning wus considered 
to be accomplished.

The finance committee reported in re- 
gard to Mr. Beck’s order, providing for 
the reduction of the salaries of male 
teachers, receiving more than $1200 to 
date from Sept. 1, that it was inexpedi- 
ent to adopt it.

The meeting of the city government, 
Wednesday evening, was important be- 
cause of several beatings, and a large 
amount of business was dotio. 

In the board of aldermen, the first 
business was a bearing on the proposed 
telephone poles on Cabot street. Mr. E. 

H. Tierce presented a long list of retnon- 
atrants, which must have included about 
every resident and property owner. 

Chief Kandlett said he understood that 
only ono party on the street wanted a 
telephone, and he could be served by 
another line. 

Mr. Pierce spoke at some length of the 
narrowness of the street, and said poles 
ought not to be placed there except in a 
case of great necessity. 

Hon. John W. Dickinson said the 
roadway was barely 24 feet wide, the 
houses were near the street liue and the 
sidewalks were narrow. The residents 
had taken groat pains to beautify the 
street, and it was now a great highway 
for people driving from Newton to New- 
tonville, who wished to avoid the cars. 

The hearing was then closed and the 
petitioners wete afterwards given leave 
to withdraw. 

No one appeared at the hearing on the 
Telephone Co.’s petition for poles on 
Central street and Woodland road. 

Dana Estes protested against allowing 
cross arms to be put on the poles on 
Dedham street, in front of his property 
and called attention to the dangerous 
character of the wires on Nahauton 
street, with the loose cables, and sug- 
gested that the board order them placed 
underground. 

Charles F. Ward was appointed a 
special police officer to serve on land of 
the Ward brothers. 

CARLTON STREET. 

The hearing on the petition for con- 
crete walks and edgestones on Carlton 
street brought out a large crowd, which 
included nearly every resident and prop- 
erty owner on the Btreet. 

Joseph R. Richards of Cambridge pro- 
tested against the expense of putting 
concrete in front of bis house. 

Protests were also received from 
Henry Fuller, Miss Saunders, the Misses 
Loring, Mrs. Earle, Mrs. Iluuter, aud 
other property owners. 

Frank E. Hunter protested in behalf of 
Mrs. Louisa L. Hunter, who could not 
afford the expense. 

Mr. J J. Gordon said he would say 
nothing about the concrete, but he did 
not think curb stones were needed. 

Geo. C. Applin said that the walks 
were badly out of grade and in the 
spring and fall people had to wade ankle 
deep in mud. Most of the piotests came 
from those who did not live on the 
street, while those who had to live there 
favored the petition. Mrs. Arens was 
perhaps the only one who could not 
afford the expense. 

Mr. M. C Laffee said be had lived 15 
years on the street and was of tired wad- 
ing through the mud. People who did not 
live there but owned property were the 
ones who objected. Curb stones were 
needed as the street was so narrow. 

Mr. Bourdon said he had lived on the 
street 14 yeais, and the walks were in a 
shocking condition. 

Mr. Graves said the walks were impas- 
sable in muddy weather, and edge-stoues 
were a necessity. 

Mr. John Applin Baid he had lived on 
the street 30 years and every spring and 
fall it was very muddy. Mr. Richards, 
who protested, did nothiug for the street, 
and his house was empty half the time. 

Mr, David Smith said he bought prop- 
erty on the street in the .-utnmer, two 
years ago. If it bad been in the spriug 
he would not have eveu asked the price. 
The road was eveu better than the walks. 
Concrete had been laid in front of his 
house, but it was so damaged by teams 
he had to put iu edge-stones. 

Mr. Edes also spoke iu favor of the 
petition, and said he would rather have 
edge-stones if they could get only one. 
The hearing was then closed. 

No oue appeared at the hearing on 
petitiou for concrete iu trout of Mrs. £1. 

F. Bartlett’s property ou Iluuuewell 
avenue. 

Hearings were held on taking laud for 
roaiu drain and sewer on streets off Otis 
street; and on relocating lines ou Free- 
man street, junctiou of Lexiugton. 

WIDENING WASHINGTON STREET. 

The hearing ou wideuiug Washington 
street from Germain to Cbanuiug streets, 
uuder the betterment act, was held be- 
fore both branches in the main hall. A 
large number were present, and most of 
the protests came from the betterment 
clause which M iyor Uothfeld explained 
was only put in the order to retaiu 
eeitaiu rights for the city aud might not 
be acted upon. 

Mr. Josepn Byers was the first speaker, 
aud objected to any excessive wideuiug 
as it would serioutdy damage his prop- 
erty and was uncalled for. The street iu 
frout ot his houses was staked out 125 
feet wide, which would destroy all the 
trees ou his side, aud bring the street so 
near his houses as to damage their 
rental value. No damages the city would 
pay would make up tor this loss, lie 
did uot see bow any betterments were to 
be assessed, and it would he very unfair 
to atuiess them, at it would be bard to 
disco v. r any benefits. 

Mayor Bothfeld said the railroad pro- 
posed to shift their tracks 19 feet to the 
uortb, to avoid the ledge and also to 
make room for a descent from thier sta- 
tions to the tracks. The railroad would 
pay for all laud taken iu excess of the 
needs of the city. The order was to 
widen the street 85 feet and it might be 
less. 

Mr. Byers said he would not object to 
75 feet, but he did uot see any need of 
lettiug the road move their tracks to 
save expei.se. 

Mr. Johnson, whose house is at the 
corner of Washington and Lowell streets, 
objected to the street as staked out, 
which gave it u width of 135 feet, as it 
would t uio his house, his trees aud his 
shrubs. 

Mi. ('uas. A. Drew objected ou behalf 
of J. Alvin Farley, as il the street was 
run as staked out it would take more 
than half of his lawn, aud make a wall 
und steps necessary to get to his place. 
There was no room to move his house 
buVk. lie thought therailroud might do 
without a slope at this point aud build u 
retaining wall, uud then his property 
would not be injured. 

Mr. Marsh objected to any betterments [ 


being assessed and said last fall nothing 
of this kind was talked of. 

Mr. J. B. Goodrich said ho represented 
a large number of property owners, and 
ho thought that public aentiment was 
against any betterments. If tins policy 
was followed it would causo a grea deal 
of trouble and be very unsatisfactory. 
The widening was for the benefit of tho 
city and not for the abuttors, and they 
did not nsk for it. Prolonged applause 
groeted Mr. Goodrich’s remarks. 

Mr. Putnam also objected to better- 
ments, and was loudly applauded. He 
said that if the abuttors had asked for il 
to develop their property, It would be 
fair to assess them, but they did not. 

Mr. Stanley protested against any 
betterments, be said be bad already had 
a bouse idle six months because of the 
widening, and that was where hia better- 
ments came in. He caused a general 
laugh by saying “Give us a good decent 
street and call it square.’’ 

The bearing then closed. 

The board adjourned to their own 
chamber and took up the regular busi- 
ness. 

John F. Wilkins and others petitioned 
for concrete walks on Beacon street, 
Ward 0 

A hearing was held on taking land for 
widening Washington street, belonging 
to Isaac Parsons, Joseph N. Bacon, trus 
tee, and Margaret Rioe; no one ap- 
peared. 

An order was passed for relocating the 
easterly line of Freeman street. 

The new law passed in regard to 
plumbing was accepted. 

Two hundred and fifty dollars was 
transferred from the miscellaneous de- 
partment to po ice, to pay for specials on 
night of July 3rd and on the 4th. Thirty 
special officers were appointed for that 
period. 

An order was passed accepting pay- 
ments from abuttors on Claremont street 
in lieu of betterments, and an order 
was passed for the acceptance of the 
street. 

THE N. A. A. *8 HIGn FENCE. 

The Newton Athletic Association pe- 
titioned for a license to give base ball 
and other games on their uew grounds. 

Mr. E. H. Mason said the association 
consisted of 150 or 200 men, such as J. R. 
Leeson, Dr. Sylvester, M. O. Rice, and 
were all Newtonians but three or four. 
They had secured 7 aores of vacant land 
and put up a fence 10 feet high about 
the place. Three games had been given 
by inadvertence, but they had no inten- 
tion of acting contrary to law. Some of 
the adjoining pr >perty owners bad ap- 
plied for an injunction, but the case bad 
been adjourned waiting to see what the 
board did about granting a license. 

Mr. Noble, the attorney representing 
the association, said the court had beeu 
asked to enjoin them as a nuisance, but 
if the liceuse was granted the court had 
intimated that it would not grant the 
injunction. If the license was not grant- 
ed the association could not give its 
part of the Fourth that had been 
planned. 

Mr. Smith, a Waltham attorney, repre- 
sented the applicants for an injunction, 
and said the matter affected ail real 
estate owners. The property was bound- 
ed by Morton and Cedar streets, and 
within a short distance of the new boule- 
vard. The 10-foot fence was a great 
damage to all the adjacent property, and 
he represented all the property owners, 
except the ones interested in the lot 
between the fence and the new boule- 
vard. The fence prevented any of the 
hoped for increase of values in that vici- 
nity, and Mr. Morse, who had given land 
and money for the boulevard, and the 
others, felt that they were gieatly dam- 
aged. 

Mr. W. B. Young as a red estate own- 
er remonstrated against any license be- 
ing granted, as the feuce would prevent 
sales of property, Mr. H. L. Ayer, who 
represented the lot on the boulevard, did 
not object, as the lot backed up to the 
fence and so was not injured as much as 
the rest, and besides the people whom 
Mr. Ayer represented had sold the land 
to the association. The games brought 
iu au objectionable class, boys who ran 
across grounds, stole fruit, and did other 
damage. 

Mr. Smith said he represented Geo. E. 
Wales, Wm. Morton, A. F. Morse, Mrs. 
Pearson, Lyman H. Morse, and others. 
The lence was some 000 feet on each 
side. They had given three perfor- 
mances without a liceuse, and might 
have been indicted, but his clients did 
uot wish to make trouble, but only to 
protect themselves. The fence was un- 
reasonably high, and his clients would 
not object to 0 feet. They paid some 
*1700 a year in taxes, and three would be 
quite a loss by depreciation of property, 
it the license was granted. The hoodlums 
at i be last game had insulted ladies, 
rilled strawberry beds, aud had a free 
light on a lawn, the association provid- 
ing uo policemen. 

Mr. Geo. A. Ward said he was agent 
for several pieces of property in that lo 
cality, but the fence lias spoiled the sale 
of it, and no one would buy or rent a 
house near it. The property had great-* 
ly depreciated, aud the owners could uot 
get rid of it at any price. 

Mr. Noble said the association was uot 
a money making concern, aud read from 
the report of the case. 

Mr. Young said lie hoped the board 
would look at the fence before granting 
a license. 

Mr. Ward said the residents wished 
for police protection and the association 
ought to provide that. 

Alderman Degen moved that the II- 
i ceuse begrauted, and Alderman Bullard 
seconded it, aud said he saw uothiug ob- 
jectionable about the fence. The motion 
passed. 

A POLICE SENSATION. 

Mayor Bothfeld read the resignation of 
Cbus. O. Davis, as captaiu of police and 
of Chus. O, Davis, as patrolman, but the 
sensation had beeu discounted for some 
days aud the action was uot unexpect- 
ed. 

OTHER MATTERS, 

Geo. H. Ellis asked to have the nui- 
sance of burning rubbish abated. 

Concrete walks were asked for ou 
Lombard, Nouantum aud Summer 
streets; that Montvale road be accuted 
as a public way. The Newton Street 
Railway asked for location for double 
tracks ou Washington street, after widen- 
ing. 

The Neighborhood club was granted a 
license for public games. 

C. H. Campbell was granted a license 
to sell gunpowder. 

Geo. A. Mumy, express lionise; An- 
drew Wellington, auctioneer; C. F. 
Hunting, express license. 

^Phillip Gibson’s petition for express 
liceuse was referred to the liceuse com- 
mittee. 

The precinct lines for eleotiou days 
were established about the same as last 
year, save that Ward Five was divided 
iuto three pieciucts. 

Henry Beck's license as expiessiuau 
was revoked. 

The Newton Centre Improvement As- 
sociation was granted license for lire- 


works on tho Fourth. 

Lawrenoe Barry asked for hearing on 
revoking of his license. 

Orders were passed for tho laying of 
main drains and sewers In a number of 
streets, aud an order passed for tho 
widening of Central streot, to U. it A. 
railroad, after which the board ad- 
journed.

Miss Mabel Peabody Ober gave a fiue 
reudenug of Mendelssohn’s ‘‘Hondo Cu-‘ 
priooioHo.” 

Charles* Winthrop Blood described the 
lutest discoveries uoout “Nebulae” and 
his voice was| so good that even 
those iu the rear of the large hall wore 
euabled to hour perfectly, aud all gaiuud 
a good deul of valuable information. 

“The value of Symbols” was a grace- 
fully written essay by Miss Claire Brace 
llassler, iu which she described the im- 
portant part thut symbols had played in 
the thought uud literature of the world. 

The class oration was by Edward Hos- 
mer Hammond, whose popularity with 
the class was attested by the prolonged 
applause that greeted him. His oration 
was an uuusuully good oue uud well de- 
livered, hia theme being that there was 
no success without serious effort. 

Miss Grace May George told of “Thu 
Value of Poetry” iu uu interesting and 
thoughtful sketch. 

A quartet consisting of Misses King, 
Sherwood, Mandell aud Lee, sang “lu 
Primrose Lauds” iu a delightful manner 
which would have had uu encore had Him 
rules permitted. Thu inaguiliceut voice 
of Miss Lae wus a very eujoyuble feature 
of the soug. 


Tho literary exercises closed with the 
Class History by Miss Mary Josephine 
Sherwood, whicii was a very bright and 
sparkling sketch of tho ohief events in 
tho history of tho olass. Some of tho 
hits called out a .good deal of laughter 
from those whom they concerned, hi 
which the audience could often gain, and 
the applause showed that Miss Sherwood 
iB quite as great a favorite with her class 
mates as the class orator. 

Tho class hymn was sung by the 
school, the words being written by Ern- 
est H. Wilkins, and tho music, which 
was a pretty air with a pleasing variety, 
was composed by Miss Sherwood. 

Mayor Bothfeld presented tho diplo- 
mas, nfter a short address, In which he 
told tho class that they would Boon bo 
called upon to tako up the business of 
life, and urged them to have convictions, 
and to live up to them, as it was only in 
this way could they gain success, or 
command tbe respect of those with whom 
they lived. 

The usual great number of bouquets 
were distributed, surne of the more for- 
tunate ones getting half a dozen or more 
and after tbe singing of America and the 
benediction the exercises closed. 

The class numbers 110, and the names 
and courses were givon in last week’s 
Graphic. It is not expectod that there 
will he as large a olass in some time, as 
there were two grammar school grades 
combined to form it. After the exer- 
oises the graduates remaiued for a colla- 
tion and dance on tbe scene of their for- 
mer labors, and in the evening they had 
a lawn party at the residence of Mr. Hill 
of Waltham Btreet, West Newton. 


Unequal Suffrage. 

To tho Editor of the Graphic:— 

There are about 4000 male voters in 
Newton. 

There are over 5000 females in Newton 
that cannot voce, because the males will 
not lot them. This a bald fact, without 
varnish. The Dddaratioa of Indepen- 
dence justly declares “that goveruments 
derive their just powers from the con- 
sent of the governed,” and yet right here 
in Newton there are over 5000 capable 
women who are governed by 4000 men, 
and they are helpless to provent this 
gross injustice. These 4000 men sent to 
the legislature this year, 1805, a man 
who voted against granting women the 
simple right of municipal suffrage. Did 
he represent tho City of Newton males, 
not saying a word about the females? R 

The governed must possoss the power 
to consent aud protest. This can only 
bo done with the ballot. The ballot is 
denied them, thorefoib they are deprived 
of their constitutional rights. 

This is unfair and unjust. The fair- 
ness of equal suffrage is a self-evident 
truth to every intelligent mau. What is 
unfair cannot be right. The second 
plank of the National Prohibition Party 
Platform declares that “No citizen 
should be denied the right to vote on ac- 
count of sex,” and that “equal labor 
should receive equal wages, without re- 
gard to the sex.” This is simple justioe. 
To talk plain, the denial of these rights 
is unmitigated injustice. Female suf- 
frage is just and constitutional. Ex- 
clusive masculine suffrage is neither. By 
the mere accident of birth, the males 
have Arrogated to themselves the right to 
govern the females in all conditions of 
life, who greatly outnumber them. 

This was presumed iu days of darker 
civilizations by mere brute for e;and 
the selfish brute force and wicked stu- 
pidity of the males still deny the females 
the right aud power to protect them- 
selves and all their dearest interests. 

Under the bluziug sun of the 19th Cen- 
tury, this urrogauce, if carried to its logi- 
cal conclusion, leads those now in poses- 
sion of the ballot to desire to strip of 
the ballot those whom they do not want 
to vote, because they will not vote as 
they want them to. Boiled dowu, this 
is the philosophy of male suffrage. 

The male who votes, Hatters himself 
that his ballot represents also the female 
members of his household, of votiug uge. 
It’s pure presumptiou on his part. 
Honorable men ought to fool lonesome 
and incomplete without their wives at 
the polls. If they were uot the slaves 
ot foolish traditions, they would. The 
truth is. the female carries to the polls 
what the average man does uot possess— 
the courage of convictions. Her instincts 
are truer aud purer thau his, und her 
courage braver to act up to them. No 
amount of sophistry cau bewitch her to 
believe that black is white and wrong is 
right. Her moral nature loads "her to 
the determiuatiuu to vote light, no mat- 
ter who it hurts. Men temporize with 
evil, uud vacillate between immediate 
duty and wicked expediency. For silly 
reasons they easily *amilioe present duty 
to present kuccohh. The average mau is 
cowardly in the face ot immedi ite duty. 
He had rather swim with the crowd be- 
cause it is far easier than stemming the 
tide. Woman is not cowardly where 
morals are concerned. She is supreme- 
ly brave, physically aud morally. Her 
vote is unerring. The average woman 
will uot vote the party ticket right or 
wrong, under auy pressure. Tho aver- 
age mau will do it every lime, und what 
is worse will uot tolerate his brother 
wbo thinks on liichor plans thau he. 
Womau is uo politician s puppet. There 
is little or no expediency in her makeup. 
Sue knows what's right and 6he rauuot 
bo driven to vote what’s wrong. 

That’s just why artt'ul man is afraid to 
trust Iter with the ballot. If she scents 
corruption she cleans it out. Male suf- 
frage ulono lias evicted, aud continues 
the imfamous legislation that licenses 
aud protects all the crime, vioe immor- 
ality autl corruption tbar is ho rampant 
in tbe body politic, uulioual uud stato 
today. 

John Stewart Mill justly said that 
“every objection to woman suffrage is 
based ou prejudice, tradition or conserva- 
tism uud uo argument drawn from sound 
mason uud true philosphy of government 
can bo fuuud against it.” Oar mothers, 
wives, sisters uud daughters should 
possess a poleut voice iu choosing those 
by whom they are to be governed for 
self-proteotiou. The ballott is the only 
tliiug thut couuis. Talk is cheap aud 
fruitless. Uuder whatever conditions 
aud within whatever limitations mau is 
admitted to the suffrage there is not a 
shadow of justification for uot admitting 
woman to the same. 

The appeal to the Bible is cowardly 
and silly, because uu uppeul to pit 
judioe. Not a word tboroiu cau bo fouud 
thut forbids female surt'iuge. To refuse 
the counsel of womau aud douy her 
equal suffrugu is to defy the whole trend 
uud spirit of the Bible iu its entirety. In 
fact the Bible and its Ciirietiauily 
breathes the spirit thut has emancipated 
woman from the cruel past, uud its hu- 
manizing forces will ooiitiuue to ouricli 
her life uud eiiuoblu her opportunities 
as well us man’s, “until the kingdoms of 


this world becomes the kingdom of our 
Lord and His Christ.” Argument that 
is founded upon isolated texts from the 
Bible is sillier still. Isolated texts can 
be adduced to favor polygamy, human 
slavery, human butchery and concu- 
binage. Desperate straits alone suggest 
these subterfuges. S t long as woman 
is subject to government and helps bear 
it burdens, site should also share in all 
its privileges. Tliia is fair play, and how 
cruel and ungallant is man to deny her 
it. How puny and cowardly to even 
bint that she cauiiot vote because she 
will not bear arms and fight. Her en- 
trance into politics would banish wais, 
because her statesmanship would ob- 
tain moro by peace than by war. Be- 
sides her superman courage is tested 
through many years of her womanhood 
every time she goes down to death’s 
portal to create new life. What is ig- 
nominious man thinking of to suggest 
such arguments against granting simple 
justice to his beloved? Woman has the 
divine right to developc her own life, in 
her own way and to claim equal freedom 
and opportunity to win the prizes of 
honest and intelligent efforts with man 
who by the mere accident of birth is 
not a woman. It’s a disgrace to man 
that we h ive denied it her so long and 
it’s an inexcusable outrage that we con- 
tinue to deny it her. Let us endow 
her with the power to protect herself, 
her property, her children and all that is 
due her. Il’s shameful to deny her this 
right while unscrupulous, political cut- 
throats can drive their hordes of ig- 
norant and vicious soloon ridden mascu- 
lines up to the polh “in blocks of five” 
to vote ub they are bid. The power of 
such men is always used to destroy those 
interests that are dearest to the best men 
and women. Our government’s sub- 
serviency to the lowest classes of her 
voters demand equal suffrage to release 
her from this demonical bondage. The 
cancerous corruption of political life 
screams for the cleansing powers of 
female suffrage. Woman’s vote will in- 
fuse a recreating and elevating influence 
iuto American politics and goverment. 
that alone can save it from downfall. 
American womanhood is the Christian 
reserve force that is to save our natiou 
from its deadliest foes and develop the 
ideal government to our world. 

Men have proven their inability to do 
it. E.very government that has ever exis- 
ted has in tho course of a few genera- 
tions in their bauds sunk from lofty 
ideals down to hopeless death or slow 
decay. It takes moral courage to create 
and protect the ideal. The average man 
dooB n >t possess i\ It’s eas e • for h ; m to 
fl iat with tho swim uuu ciuwu aud ho 
uoeR it in floe shape. 

Equal suffrage is right. 

Equal Buffi age is expedient. 

Equal suffrage is the iudispensible 
condition of a true republic. 

Men of Massachusetts — our foremost 
duty is to crowu our women with the 
right of suffrage. It’s their inheritance 
ns well as ours. Our supineness alone 
has prevented them from exeicisiLg it. 
Let us demand of our legislature the im- 
mediate emancipation of women from 
that uuequlity before the law which our 
autocratic masculine suffrage imposes 
upon her. “What ought to bo, will tie.” 
This truism was uttered over the bier of 
our lamented citizen. Judge Pitman of 
his eulogist. We are faithless and cow- 
ardly unless w« vote uow to usher in 
that condition of things when “What 
ought to be will he.” May that glori- 
ous day soon come!

WASHINGTON STREET. 


The arrangements for the wideuing of 
Washington street progress slowly, as a 
work of such magnitude might be ex- 
pected to do. The hearing, Wednesday 
night, was an interesting one, at showing 
the large array of damages that may be 
expected, but otherwise not of especial 
importance. It is said that the value of 
some of the property along the street has 
risen in an amazing mauuer, in the last 
few months, but this is the usual thing 
when land is to be taken for public im- 
provements. Owners want to put the 
price high enough so that they will have 
a chance to come down. 

It now seems about settled that the 
wideuing from Channing street down 
will be on the north side of the street, 
which will leave a chauce for busiuess 
blocks on the Dorth side, from Armory 
Hall down, and will also make Nonantum 
square assume better proportions, with 
more room for what promises to be a 
great electric car centre, as the Oak 
Square, Cambridge and Newton lines 
will all have that as their starting point. 

The city government will, it is said, 
push matters forward as rapidly as pos- 
sible, so that building lines may be es- 
tablished, and time given to erect new 
blocks to take the place of those which 
will be tom down, and it is to be hoped 
that the matter will be settled as soon 
as possible. 

An order for the taking of a portion 
of the land was to have beeu presented 
Wednesday evening, but on accouut of 
gome legal complications was postponed 
for a few weeks until the points raised 
could be settled. 


lawn sprinkler. The country roads have 
been in a deplorable condition, the dust 
being several inches doop, and tho rain 
was welcomed by wheelmen, especially 
as their recent long distance runs lmvo 
been anything but pleasant. Such a 
prolonged drouth in .Tune lias not been 
known before in many years. 


Everyone who has met the two fa- 
mous teunis champions from across the 
Atlantic have been very favorably im- 
pressed with them, and Messrs. Pim and 
Mahoney have ronde mauy friends in 
Newtou. They aro exceedingly pleas- 
ant fellows and not at all difficult to get 
along with, as they havo no signs of that 
‘‘big head,” which people famous in 
other lines, who have come to this coun- 
try, have been affiicted with. The Neigh- 
borhood club have every reason to feel 
proud of tho success of their tourna- 
meut, but it is difficult to see what 
they can do next year to keep up^ with 
the record they have made this year. 
That is the only fiy in the ointment. 

A change will probably be mndo in 
the police ordinances, abolishing the 
office of captain, which was created a 
few years ago in one of our heated polit- 
ical contests, and providing for more 
sergeants. Mayor Bothfeld favors divid- 
ing the city into three districts, with a 
sergeant in charge of each and responsi- 
ble for wbat is done, and who can at all 
time be consulted by the men. This 
will give a feeling of responsibility which 
does not exist now. Something of this 
kind has been tried in Nonantum under 
Sergeant Ryan and has been found to 
work admirably. 


Widening Washington street under 
the betterment act will not be a popular 
thing judging from the hearing ou 
Wednsday night. It is difficult to see 
how the abuttors will be beneritted to any 
great extent, even if they have all raised 
the price of their land in advance. The 
wideuing is for the benefit of all who use 
the street and not to any appreciable ex- 
tent for that of those who live upon it. 
But the order is only a tentative one, to 
retain any rights the city may have, and 
probably betterments will not be as- 
sessed.

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TEMPERATURES AT A DISTANCE. 


GREAT TENNIS. 


JJKW INST1HMRNT CALLED A THERM A- 
THONK WILL RHINO RECORDS FROM TUB 
DEPTHS OF THE SKA OR FROM THE TOPS 
OF FLAMING CHIMNEYS. 


• THE NEIGHBORHOOD CLUB’S BRILLIANT

Out in the pleasant laboratory ftt the 
Cheetniu Hill reservoir is a little instru- 
ment which seems likely to revolutionize 
the taking of temperatures in places 
wlioie suoh work has hitherto been con- 
sidered necessarily inaccurate or al- 
together impossible. With its aid tho 
operator can staud comfortably on the 
deck of a ship or on the bank of a stream 
and yet read to within n small fraction 
of a degree the temperature of the water 
far below him. The instrument has al- 
ready been for some time in use in con- 
nection with the work of its inventors, 
Henry E. Warren and George C. Whip- 
ple, both of Newton Centre, the latter be 
ing the biologist in charge at the labora- 
tory of the Boston Water Works 
and biologist to the Lynn Water 
Works, and has recently been giv- 
ing the most satisfactory results. It has 
just been patented in the United States 
and in foreign countries, and as it is not 
only simpler in construction but less ex- 
pensive than the few devices that have 
heretofore aimed to do a part of its work 
it seems likely to be put to a variety of 
practical uses, besides being exceptional- 
ly valuable to scientific experimenters. 

For all work liko taking deep-sea 
temperatures at different levels the in 
strument operates like this: A coil of 
metal tubing, about three-eights of an 
inch in diameter, and containing minute 
coils of copper and German silver wire, 
is lowered to the desired level. From 
the small coils in the tubing, which are 
themselves electrically connected, con 
nection is made up through the water 
with a small battery inside a box on the 
top of which is the dial marked with the 
different temperatures, and provided 
with a pointer which may be turned by 
the operator. When the coil, which 
takes up about as much space as a half- 
pint bottle, is at the required depth the 
operator takes a small telephonic re- 
ceiver from a neat little holder on the 
side of the box, aud Applying it to his ear 
begins to turn the pointer around the 
dial. Immediately he hoars what seems 
to be a big houBe-fly in the receiver, but 
which is in reality an electrical “buzzer” 
connected with the coils in the water be- 
low. The operator finds that the buzz 
ing increases and decreases according as 
be causes the poiuter to approarh or to 
move away from a certain section of the 
dial, aud by varying the needle-point 
within that section, he hits upon one 
point at which no sound comes from the 
“hinj.r" at hi« war Olid-tenth of a de- 


‘‘buzzer” at bis ear. 
gree either way will start the buzzing 
again and that iclls him that the present 
position of the pointer is such as to in- 
dicate the figures denoting the tempera- 
ture of the coils iu water below him. To 
find the temperature ten feet nearer the 
surface of tho water, the coil hassimplv 
to be lifted that distance, when the read- 
ing on the dial is obtained as before, and 
any number of readings may be taken 
without drawiug tho coils to the sur- 
face. Other instruments by which 
temperatures below the surface could be 
obtained have necessitated the drawiug 
up of a self-setting thermometer for each 
reading, or have been inaccurate or too 
complicated aud cumbersome for trans- 
portation. This instrument is easily 
portable, for it is coutaiued in a wooden 
box about seven iuebes square by eleven 
inches deep, and weighing perhaps 
fifteen pounds. 

For tbe commoner uses of the instru 
meat it is arraugea to dispense with the 
buzzing telephonic attachment and ern 
ploy an ordinary galvanometer, so that 
the pointer will at once adjust itself 
automatically and indicate the tempera 
ture on the dial without having to be 
turned by hand. With such an arrange- 
ment, the instrument will probably be of 
great use in such places as cold storage 
warehouses, for a dial placed in any oue 
place can he connected with each room 
or air box in the building by electric 
wires, which, successively thrown into 
connection with the dial by meaus of an 
ordinary switchboard, can tie made to in- 
dicate tbe temperatures of auy one or all 
tbe rooms. In tbe same wav, tbe instru- 
ment will be available for use iu schools 
aud all public buildings, where it is de- 
sirable for tbe janitor or engineer 
know the temperature of a particular 
part of ihe building while standing 
his post near the boilers or furnaces; 
incubators; or on board ships, where an 
instrument placed amid tbe cargo in tbe 
bold will show the temperature of places 
where a man cannot go. Tbe instru- 
ment is, iu fuct, especially designed for 
tbe taking of tempeiatures in all places 
oidinarily inaccessible to man, aud it 
therefore valuable for all high tempera 
' ture work, such as the recording ol the 
temperature of fine gases. The invent- 
ors are now cousti uct ing au instrument 
that will be capable of recording a tem- 
perature us high as 2000 degrees Fureu- 
lu-it, and with the ooil of SUOb an gp 
paratus placed iu the ta’l chimney over 
a boiler, tbe engineer could see ut once 
tbe temperature of the gases escaping 
and be able to tell just bow much heat 
is being wasted. Manufacturing chemists 
will probably be interested iu that part 
of the instrument's performance. 

The instrument is to be known as tbe 
tberruopboue. It will be exhibited at 
the International Geographical Congress 
at London in .July, and will appear as a 
part of tbe exhibit of tbe Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, of which Pro- 
fessor Burton will be tbe representative 
in charge.

penses of the foreign visitors. 

Tho courts were put in fine condition 
for Monday’s opening game, and sur- 
rounded with tiers of seats, shaded with 
canvas, and an elaborate display made of 
the national colors, while our English 
flag was run up in compliment to the 
foreign visitors. Tennis enthusiasts 
were present from all over the country, 
most of them from an interest in the 
game and some to study the play of tho 
visiting experts.

The inhabitants of the City of Newton, and all 
other persons liable to pay .taxes therein, are

true lists of all their Polls (MALES 29 YEARS

mates of their personal estates, not exempt from 
taxation. 

AMHENanENT OP POI.LN AND 
KEGINTKATION OF WOlHENf. 

Sect. 16, Ciiai*. 417, Act* of 1893. Amended 
by Sect. 1, Chap. 268, Acts of 1894. 

The Assessors, by one or more of their number, 
or by ore nr more Assistant Assessors, shall, in 
the month of May or June, in each year, visit 
every building In their respective cities and 
towns, and, after diligent inquiry, make true 
lists containing, as near as they can ascertain 
the same, the name, age, occupation, and resi- 
dence, on the first dav of May In the current 
year, and the lesldence on the first day of May 
in the piectd ng year, ol every male person 
twenty years of agi- or upwards, residing In their 
respective clt es aim towns, liable to he assessed 
I for a poll tax; and shall inquire at the residences 
of the wotmn voters whose names are contained 
in the list transmitted to said assessors by the 
registrars, according to the provisions of section 
forty-five of this act, whether such women voters 
nre resident thereat, nnd shall thereupon make a 
list of the women voters so found by them. 

TRUST ESTATES. 

Persons holding estates in trust, whether for 
minors or otherwise, are particularly requested 
to furnish the Assessors with statements iu 
relation to such estates. 

When estates of persons deceased bnvo been 
divided during tho past year, or have changed 
hands, from other causes, the Executors, Admin- 
istrators, Trustees, or other pei sons interested, 
are required and warned to give notice of such 
change; and in default of such notice will lie 
held to pay the tax assessed, although Buch 
estate has been wholly distributed nnd paid over. 

Returns of Property Held for Literary, 
Benevolent, Charitable, or Scien- 
tific Purposes. 

Iu accordance with the requirements of Chap- 
ter 217, Acts of 1882, all persons and corporations 
are hereby required to bring In to the Assessors 
of Newton on any day from May first to the first 
day ol July next, true lists of all real aud per- 
soiTM estates held by such persons and corpora- 
tions respectively lor liternrv, benevolent, 
charitable, or scientific purposes, on tbe first day 
of May, 1895, together with statements of the 
amount of all receipts and expenditures by such 
persons or corporation for said purpose during 
the year next ‘preceding said Hist day of May; 
such lists and statements to be in bucIi detail as 
mny be lequlied by the tax commissioner. 

SHIPPING. 

Shipping and business income are not taxable 
to a firm, but each resident partner must include 
these items in his individual return. Owners 
aud ngeuls of ships aud vessels engaged iu the 
foreign carrying trade, are referred to Sections 8 
aud 9 of Chapter 11 of the I’ublio Statutes, for 
the form of return required to ohtnln exemption 
from taxation (upon the valuation of such pro- 
perty.'* Said returns to bo made to tho Assessors 
on or before June first. 

Any (person bringing in a list of all his taxable 
personal property will be assessed upon the valu- 
ation thereof, and nny person neglecting to fur- 
nish the Assessors with such list within tbe time 
above specified, will he doomed at a lega’ meet- 
lug of tho Board ol Assessors agreeably to the 
lawa of this Commonwealth. 

All persons will take notice that statements of 
personal property must be Iu writing and sub- 
scribed under oa h before one of the Assessors, on 
or before the fifteen* h day of June, and tbnt the 
Personal Property of all taxable persons must be 
estimated by the Board notwithstanding auy 
verbal statement or Informal written communi- 
cation to auy one or more of the Assessors.— P b 
stat. Chap. 11, Sect. 39 aud 41 When a person 
has failed to bring lu a list or schedule of ull his 
taxuble property, in conformity to this notice, no 
aba’euieut of a tax assessed on Personal Estate to 
such poison can he granted, “unless such tax ex 
ceeds by more than filty per com. the amount 
which would have been assessed to that person on 
Personal Estate If he hud Heasounnly brought lu 
said list; an l if said tux exceeds by more than 
fifty per cei t. the said ainouut, the abatement 
shall lie only of the excess above the said fifty 
per oeut.”— Public Statutes, Chapter 11, Section 
73.

BOOKS AND MAGAZINES. 


AMERICAN LITERATURE. 

D. C. Heath & Co. of Boston have just 
published a text book for tbe use of 
schools aud colleges, by Julian Haw- 
tborue, tbe famous writer, and Leonard 
Lemmon, Superintendent of Schools in 
Sherman, Texas. It is a handsomely 
printed volume of over 300 pages. Wo 
have had many manuals ot English liter- 
ature, with a few pages of Americau 
tacked on, but this seeks to give the 
leadiug points in the history of American 
literature, with brief descriptions of tbe 
writers and their principal works, and 
some selections from tbe more impor- 
tant. Tbe work appears to have been 
carefully done, aud tbe list of American 
writers from Colonial days down to tbe 
present iuoludes those of any impor- 
tance, gives a brief critical judgment of 
tbeir principal works, aud an effort at 
a fair aud impartial veidiot is evident. 
Every person should bo well informed 
about his owu country aud the book will 
bo valuable to the general reader, who 
wishes to And some general aocouut of 
tbe men wbo have helped make Ameri- 
ca what it is. The book gives evideuce 
of a good deal of original research, aud 
presents many fuots uot easily accessible. 
The book is systematically gotten up, aud 
the iutroductiou aud advice to touchers 
gives a good deul of pertinent advice. 
Colonial Literature, whioh consisted 
chiefly of diuries, sermons, and loug aud 
dreary poems with amazing titles, is 
briefly treated. Tbe table of contents 
will show the purpose aud scope of the 
book better than any detailed descrip- 
tion. After tbe Colouial writers there 
follows a ohapter on our first American 
writer, Benjamin Fraukiiu. Then fol- 
lows the Revolutionary period, tbe 
pioneer period, iuoiudiug Cooper and 
tbe other writers who opened new fields; 
an aocouut of some statesmeu aud histo- 
rians, iuoiudiug most of the prominent 
tueu who have made their murk iu na- 
tional affairs; Boots of the first half cen- 
tury; lteligious^aiul social reformers: Na- 
thuniol Hawthorne; from Hawthorne to 
Bret'Harte; The luuovutors; aud writers 
of today. It will be seeu that this covers 
tbe field, aud the book seems admirably 
adapted for a text book, while as u book 
of refeieuoe, it will be invaluable, as it is 
full of suggestions, both for the student 
aud the geuerul reader. Brice $1.25.

Mt. Desert in June. 

(Written for the Graphic). 

To Mt. Desert in June! Surely the 
summer cannot yet have found its way 
to that far off rooky isle, and it is cer- 
tain that the great army of pleasure 
seekers have not yet started out on their 
summer campaign, so what can be the 
attraction in the quiet town of Bar Har- 
bor now? Ah! it is that very quiet; the 
preceding hush before the excitement; 
the gradual preparations in the streets 
and shops for the "rustioators,” and the 
general air of expectancy over all that 
lends a peculiar charm to tho looker on. 
The journey from Boston is a fitting in- 
troduction to the beauties of this won- 
derful island. A sail down our own 
beautiful harbor with its ever changing 
scenes of life aud beauty, catching 
glimpses of the north shore with the 
tempting array of summer homes, past 
Thatcher’s Island with its stately twin 
lighthouses, then "the wideness of the 
sea.’’ The great Bteamer with its load 
of human freight, ploughs calmly along 
its course, leaving the splendor of the 
sunset behind, and going into the soft 
grayness of the summer twilight. The 
night is short, and all too soon, in the 
early morning, we change to a smaller 
steamer and begin our voyage around, 
between and among the beautiful islands 
of this ragged Maine coast. Across tbe 
broad Penobscot Bay, winding through 
narrow straits, between wooded shores, 
rounding a promontory into an unexpec- 
ted little cove with the rude landing and 
a few scattered houses, giving little 
promise of the summer attractions just 
out of sight; occasional stops at the 
"Harbors” where the tourist disappears 
from view on one of the famous Maine 
buckboards, and the freight all landed 
by the sturdy natives, we steam off again. 
Soon a huge blue dome rises before us 
and we know that it is 
"Tbe gray and thunder-smitten pile 
Which marks afar the Desert Isle.” 
First it seems like one great mountain, 
slightly indented, then as we approach 
tbe peaks, separate, one after another, 
until the whole range, headed by Green 
Mt. o*n the north, is in view. The out- 
line of tbe island is picturesque in tbe 
extreme. Woody slopes, alternating 
with groat bluffs aud jagged rooks on 
which the surf thunders continually; 
quiet litlle beaches enticing inlets, aud 
mysterious caves, make tho scene one ot 
eudless fascination. Somes Sound is one 
of tbe most beautiful places on tbe island 
aud also has a peculiar interest for tbe 
historinn, for it was near tbe entrance to 
the inlet of tbe same name, and close by 
the little town, that in 1013, a colony of 
Jesuits from Frauce made a settlement. 
They were soou attacked by the English, 
some wero killed aud the remainder 
dispersed. A few springs aud cellars 
are all that are left as reminders of the 
brief sojoufn of tbe Frenchnun. Later, 
tu 10SS, a grant was made by tbe French 
King to Antonie de la Motte Cadillac, of 
tbe whole of Mt. Desert and some of the 
adjacent islands. He never took posses- 
si on of his estate, but many years later 
bis graud daughter, Madame Gregoire, 
and her husband, came from Frauce uud 
laid claim to tbe property. Here they 
made their home for mauy ye^rs, loved 
aud respected by the rude il.heiraeu, 
who were their ouly neighbors. It was 
uot until 1S50 that Bar Harbor, in the 
town of Eden, begau to attract atteutiou 
as a summer resort. The artist, Church, 
first made its beauties kuown, and deni- 
zens of tbe crowded cities began to look 
longingly to "the isle of tbe desert 
mountains.” Mr. Alpheus Hardy of 
Bostou was the first to build a summer 
cottage hero, but soou others followed, 
until uow the "cottages,” which else- 
where would be called mausious, are 
numerous aud eiegaut. As tho attrac- 
tions of the place became widely kuowu, 
mammoth hotels sprung up, some of 
which, like tho Rodick, have a national 
reputatiou. It has stood uow for three 
years, dark sud silent, with ouly the tra- 
dition of its past glories urouad it. It is 
reported that it is to be reopened, but 
the youuger and more progressive houses 
will mnke its struggle for existence a 
hard one. 

The drives of Bar Harbor are famous, 
and it would be rare iudeed, to find in a 
short ride eveu, such beauties of luke, 
mountain, woods aud sea. 

The sooial life of the place has uot be- 
guu yet, as the cottagers have but re- 
cently arrived, atul the hotels are uot 
open. The mauy haudsome equipages 
indicate a quiet form of eujoyiueut for 
the fortuuate ones on whom fortune lias 
lavished her gifts, while the Shore Bath, 
a favorite promenade extending for near- 
ly two miles along the shore, giving 

R limpses on one side of the elegant vil- 
la, aud on the other side of the lovely 
bay, aud the shudy wood loads, offer in- 
ducements to tho less favored. Uusur- 
passed in natural attractions, a climate 
cool and iuvigoratiug with the touio of 
the sea, with every facility for pleasure, 
what wonder that Bar Harbor is oue of 
the gayest aud most popular of summer 
resorts. X.

In my boulevard article I simply plead- 
ed for a str right almost bee line boule- 
vard from Boston through the populous 
portion of tho city of Newton for teamR, 
carriages and electrics. A road that no 
oue can get lost on by right angled el- 
bows. I have no interest in Vernon and 
Richardson streets other than to use 
them to make such a boulevard. 

As for the electrics I want them near 
my home. But I am emphatic when I 
say that I do not want tbe city of New- 
ton’s valuable streets prompted and 
mortgaged to forty-eleven two cent so- 
oalled independent electric railway com- 
panies each demanding a five cent fare 
to travel insignificant distances and each 
in my opinion incorporated to teceive 
valuable franchises and routes that can 
be sold to some consolidated system at 
outrageously enhanced valuation in the 
near future. I am heartily in favor of 
encouraging the great West End Electric 
Railway to extend their tracks through 
Newton for Boston. That means busi- 
ness.

A Tribute to Hou. J. Yt. Dickinson. 

By way of anticipation from a forth- 
coming report, the people iu these fervid 
patriotic days who are interested iu the 
public schools of Massachusetts will read 
with pleasure what is about to be said 
publicly by Mr. Ettou, the natiounl com- 
missioner of educatiou, before Brof. 

T. Flarris about the relative stand- 
ing of the schools,— Mr. Eaton being on 
the official educational committee of the 
Chicago exhibition aud this extract 
being a part of his report:— 

Since the exhibition, the Hon. J. W. 
Dickinson lias resigned aud closed his 17 
years’ service as the executive officer of 
the slate board of educatiou. It cau be 
no small source of satisfactiou to him 
that this exhibition could set forth the 
public sohool work of the state iu a con- 
dition so far advanced in comparison 
with auy other civilized commonwealth 
represented at Chicago. 

This is giving Mr. Dickinsou ouly the 
credit be deserves for his remarkable 
service for the publio schools of tbe 
state, says the Bostou correspondent of 
the Springfield Republican. He made 
them a careful study for the 17 years he 
wus secretary of the board of educatiou. 
He udvanoed their cause so much iu the 
popular estimatiou that the Legislature 
was far more favorably disposed iu the 
latter part of his term than before, aud 
legislative ooutideuce tu the souuduess 
of his judgment aud the breadth of his 

I mblio spirit was gieat. He bus left be- 
kiud him a noble monument to bis phil- 
osophical insight iuto the priuoiples of 
teaohiug aud as he is still iu the active 
exercise of his powers, though iu private 
station, the public has the right to ex- 
pect something further from his ripe ex- 
perience uud loug publio service.

An Excessive Amount of It Is Declared to 
Militate Against Marriage. 

A writer in a monthly review, dis- 
cussing Mr. Balfour’s “Foundations of 
Belief,” takes occasion to say that solid 
books, dealing with the great problems 
of mind and morals, are no longer read 
except by a few specialists. That alt ex- 
clusive diet of novel reading is extreme- 
ly debilitating is proved by one series of 
facte which are observable in every part 
of the civilized world. Men and women 
among the reading classes no longer 
marry iu anything like such numbers ns 
they formerly did, and the reason is 
that they have no pluck in them to face 
lives of Spartan simplicity on limited 
incomes. 

Tho result is disastrous to women, in- 
asmuch as it prevents many of them 
ever marrying at all. For if a woman 
does not marry when she is young very 
few men care to marry her when she is 
middle aged. Men marry in middle life, 
but they do not marry women of their 
own nge. They marry young women. 
The physiological moral is that it would 
be vastly better for both men and wom- 
en to read novels for recreation only, 
and when at work to read solid books 
which really exercise and develop tho 
brain. In practice the result of this 
would be that both men and women 
would have better and stronger brains. 
They would marry earlier and with more 
courage. They would face tho world 
more hopefully and successfully, and 
they would become tho parents of whole- 
Bomer, healthier, happier and moro ca- 
pable children. — English Paper.
